AMERICAN DESTROYER 
SAVES BRITISH TARS

(By the Associated Press.) 

A message cofifirming the report 
of the firing on the American de- 
stroyers Stewart and Pope in Chi- 
nese waters September 5, and add- 
ing that the American steamer Iling 
was bombarded the day before, was 
received by: the Navy Department 
last night. 

The dispatch, sent by Admiral 
‘Clarence S. William, commander in 
chief of the Asiatic fleet, said that 
two. men on board the destroyer re- 
ceived ‘‘surface wounde,’’ and that 
the vessels were struck several 
times. There were no other casual- 
ties. : 

The fire, which came from "the 
south shore of the Yankeze river, 
50 miles below Hankow, was not 
returned, Admiral Williams report- 
ed, as*the destroyers were unable 
to locate the source of the shells. 

The firing on the Iling was 
described as heavy and occured 
5 miles below Hankow. 


Ships Defend Selves. 


A ‘later cablegram from Admiral 
Williams, dated Friday, said that 
American war vessels returned the 
fire after being attacked by uni- 
dentified forces-in Hanyang. No 
casualties occurred, however. 

The American gunboat Palos,the 
destroyer Stewart, and the mine 
sweeper Pigeon, of the Yangtze 
patrol. were mentioned as- the 
American ‘ships which were de- 

_ fending themselves after being 
heavily bombarded with rifle and 
artillery fire. This was the first 
time since the recent outbreaks in 
the vicinity of Hankow that Ameri- 
can war vessels were reported to 
have fired upon attackers. 

While incidents of this kind have 

‘ been occurring quite frequently 
there is no indication that the 
United States government will take 
any stern movement, the belief be- 
ing here that the Chinese offenders 
against foreign craft generally were 
irresponsible factions, with no im- 
portant leadership. At present, offi- 
cials believe that American naval 
vessels in Chinese waters can take 
care of themselves. 


U. S. Rescues Wounded. 


The Palos, accompanied by the 
S.ewart and Pigeon, were attacked 
while they were convoying one 
American and one British merchant- 
man. 

A marooned British merchant- 
man, which was lying above Han- 
yang with the naval wounded from 
the engagement bctween land forces 
and British gunboats at Wanhsien 
last Monday, tried twice to pass 
the attackers to reach Hankow. 
After failing in these attempts, Ad- 
miral Williams reported, 
stroyer Stewart took the wounded 


on board and proceeded to Hankow 


without further incident.

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Cut in Taxes 


Is Demanded by Simmons 


Senator Says Democrats: Will Urge Reduction at Com- 
ing Session of Congress in View of Prospective 
Surplus of. $562,000,000 Next Year. 


(By Associated Press.) 


A half-billion-dollar’ tax reduc- 
tion will be demanded by the Demo- 
crats at the next session of Con- 
gress, Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, ranking Democrat on the 
Senate finance committee, declared 
last night in a statement issued 
through tife Democratic national 
committee, 

He charged the Republicanas 
with deliberately attempting to 
hold off another reduction until 
next year to further the ambitions 
of Republican presidential aspir- 
ants and to provide political capi- 
tal. 

A surplus of $562,000,000 will 
be available for reduction at the 
coming session of Congress, -said 
Senator Simmons. It is the clear 
duty of Congress, he added, to dis- 
tribute this ‘“‘unmneeded Treasury 
surplus, and to put a stop to this 
unnecessary taxation as s00N a6 pos- 
sible.’’ 

“If the overburdened taxpayers 
were entitled to a reduction at the 
last session of Congress because of 
their estimated surplus of only 
$300,000,000, why, with a surplus 
in the Treasury nearly twice as 
great, are they not entitled to an- 
other reduction at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress?”’ asked the North 
Carolina senator. 

“This enormous surplus of more 
than half a billion dollars repre- 
sents taxes paid in excess of ordi- 
nary expenditures and unneeded for 


the purposes for which collected. 
It would seem clear that this un- 
necessary exaction should be dis- 
continued as speedily as legislative- 
ly practicable. 

“Evidently ifethis great hoard is 
withheld from the taxpayers, as 
proposed by the administration, un- 
til the spring of 1928, the incomes 
and earnings of industry for the 
calendar year 1926 would get no 
relief from the reduction, while 
miscellaneous taxpayers for the cal- 
endar year 1927 would get no re- 
lief from unneeded exactions for a 
full year after relief is due. On 
the other hand, if the reduction is 
made at the coming session of Con- 
gress, reduction in income rates 
would retroactively coyer earnings 
of 1926 and most, if not all, mis- 
cellaneous excise taxes except on 
a few luxuries would be repealed 
or reduced a year sooner than un- 
der the administration program. 
The next reduction will deal almost 
entirely with rates. 

‘‘Certain circumstances sbanctied 
with the last reduction aroused sus- 
picion that the administration, sup- 
posedly. for political reasons, had 
deliberately planned two separate 
reductions; a small one for use in 
the by-election campaign this year, 
and a bigger one to become effective 
immediately preceeding the Presi- 
dential campaign and the election 
of 1928.

Italian Premier Warns 
Paris That It Must 
End Conspiracies. 


ASSASSIN'S FAILURE 
CHEERED BY CROWD 


Missile Hurled at Auto by an 
Exiled Italian Calling Self 
an Anarchist. 


Rome, Sept. 11 (By A, P.).—~ 
A bomb flung at Premier Mussolini 
this morning by an Italian anarch- 
who had slipped back into the 
from France to kill him, 
failed to reach its mark, but has 
caused relations of fascist Italy 
and republican France to be more 
tense tonight than any day since the 
Black Shirts entered Italy in Octo- 
ber, 1922. 

Saved from death by the alert- 
ness of the chauffeur who speeded 
up the motor car when he felt the 
bomb strike it, the supreme chief 
of fascism this evening faced a mob 
of 100,000 cheering patriots and 
announced that Italy would demand 
that plots against her peace foment- 
ed on French soil must be stopped 
at once. 

“This must end.’’ shouted I 
Duce to an immense gathering in 
Colonna square tonight. ‘‘We must 
put an end to gentle tolerance of 
parties culpable in these matters. 
It would be well for responsible 
governments to take note of this 
because otherwise thelr friendship 
with, the Italian people may be 
fatally compromised And we are 
ready to apply suitable methods for 
this purpose.’’

Clearly Means France. 

Premier Mussolini used the words 
governments in the plural and did 
not refer by name to his neighbor 
across the Alps, but it was crystally 
clear he meant France. 

The third attempt within this 
year to murder the fascist dictator 
was a dramatic affair of but a few 
seconds. As the premier was rid- 
ing in his closed limousine from 
his home in Villa Tortolonia to the 
government offices in Chigi palace, 
Ermete Giovannini, 26 years old,a 
marble cutter, stepped from a re- 
cess and hurled the bomb. The 
missile crashed the glass at Mus- 
solini’s side and fell, not in the 
car but back on the running board, 
and then rolled to the ground. The 
chauffeur, scenting danger, al- 
though he had not seen the assail- 
ant, increased his speed. When the 
bomb exploded with a terrific de- 
tonation the car was many yards 
away and was barely scratched by 
the flying pieces of the bomD. 

Mussolini escaped without a 
wound, but eight persons in the 
street lay bleeding from superficial 
wounds. Giovannini was captured 
immediately, the police being on 
hand quickly enough to save him 
from the vengeance of the crowd.

FEDERATION HEAD BANS 
PULSHEVISM UF RUSSIA 


“ Trying to Make Gevernmeni 


Better, Not to Overthrow 
It, He Declares. 


The eight-hour day for the labor- 
fifg man represents the greatest 
achievement and ideal of organized 
labor, William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
declared, speaking yesterday after- 
noon at the corner-stone laying ex- 
ercises for the new eight-story 


building of the carpenters’’ local 
union, No. 132, United Brother- 
hood of Cafrpenters and Joiners of 
America, 
streets northwest. 

The sotial well-being and spirit- 
tual development of the working 
man is imbedded in the principle 
of the eight-hour day, Mr. Green 

serted. 

“These men are human beings,’’ 
he declared, “and they must be 
given the same opportunities as 
other men to develop their spiritual, 
moral and mental faculties. 

“If we find it necessary to fur- 
ther reduce hours of labor, then our 
labor movement will lead in seek- 
ing that further reduction of work- 
ing hours.’’ 


Carpenters Win Credit. 


Credit for obtaining the eight- 
hour day for labor was given to 
the carpenters union by the speak- 
er. Mr. Green characterized it as 
‘‘a great revolutionary reform.’’ Ap- 
plause greeted his statement that 
the United States Steel Corporation 
was the last citaidel to fall before 
the demand for the eight-hour day. 

The speaker pointed out the great 
change in public attitude toward 
the eight-hour day, stating that 
while it is accepted today without 
question, when first broached it 
shocked the public. Mr. Green em- 
phasized that organized labor im 
enjoying the fruits of its victory 
shared its benefits with unorganized 
labor that did not participate in the 
fight. 

Workmen’s compensation, pen- 
sions, and insurance against sick- 
ness were other accomplishments of 
organized labor touched on by the 
speaker. Mr. Green stated that 
over $20,000,000 was distributed 
last year among union laborers to 
relieve distress. He asserted that 
it was the ideal of the American 
Federation of Labor to forever 
banish the fear of poverty in old 
age, loss of wages due to illness, 
and to see that retired laborers do 
not become objects of charity. The 
Pressmen’s home in Florida repre- 
sents an attainment of that ideal, 
according to the speaker. 


Ban on Bolshevism. 


In concluding his address Mr. 
Green assured those present that 
organized labor was devoted to 
American traditions, American in- 
stitutions and American principles 
of right living.

TRAFFIC REGULATION 
HERE HELD SENSIBLE 


Better Than in Any Other 
Large City, Visiting Berlin 
Expert Says. 


Washington has the most sen- 
sible regulation of traffic of any of 
the large cities of the United 
States, in the opinion of Dr. Leon- 
hard Adler, traffic expert and mem- 
ber of the municipal council of 
Berlin, Germany. 

Dr. Adler is making a tour of 
American cities to study traffic con- 
ditions. He spent two days here, 
and yesterday, after observing con- 
ditions, said: 

“In other cities rules are laid 
down on a general basis and are 
not administered with reference to 
local conditions at individual in- 
tersections or in various neighbor- 
hoods or thoroughfares. Here 
there is recognition of the fact that 
there is a difference between the 
traffic of two locations, perhaps 
near at hand and traffic administra- 
tion is arranged acctrdingly. : I 
think your arrangement of traffic 


signal lights is the best of any 
American city.”’

BROSNAN FILES SUIT, 
DEMANDING $100,000 


Former Provident Relief Head 
Moves Against Sisters and 
W. Gwynne Gardiner. 


John Brosnan, jr., former presi- 
dent of the Provident Relief asso- 
elation, yesterday filed suit in the 
District Supreme court for $100,- 
000 damages against W. Gwynee 
Gardiner, former District commis- 
sioner, and Mrs. Julia L. Meinburg, 
of 74 Adams street northwest, and 
Mrs. Catherine A. Vernon, of 171 
Adams street northwest, Brosnan’s 
sisters, alleging misrepresentation, 
conspiracy and personal injury. 

Brosnan, through his attorney, 
W. Bissell Thomas, contends that 
his sisters, through Gardiner, their 
attorney, ‘‘wantonly, maliciously 
and for the purpose of harrassing 
and embarrassing him,’’ filed suit 
in the District Supreme court to se- 
cure control of the Provident Relief 
association. 

The plaintiff further declares 
that Gardiner and his sisters Sep- 
tember 16 last, procured an order 
of the court, ordering his confine- 
ment in the District jail, where he 
was confined until December 18, 
1925. As a result of these actions, 
Brosnan claims that he suffered in 
his reputation, social standing, busi- 
ness and health.

HEAD OF FEDERATION

Federal Employes’ Leader 
Charges Abuses and Low 
Morale After Survey. 


‘Announcing that their field serv- 
ice work is completed and that 


they are daily classifying Federal 
employes in the District in an ade- 
quate manner, personnel classifi- 
cation board officials yesterday an- 
swered renewed accusations of 
dereliction in fleld and- District 
work by officials of the National 
Federation of Federal Employes. 

Luther Steward, president of the 
federation, back from a survey of 
Federal employment conditions 
throughout the country, said yes- 
terday that, as a result of many 
contacts with Federal service 
groups, the conviction had been 
forced on him that there is crying 
need of new personnel legislation 
as well as correction of abuses in 
administration. 

“In spite of all claims for ad- 
ministrative policies, 
outstandiag that the Federal gov- 
ernment is lagging behind both 
State and municipal governments, 
as well as forward-looking private 
employers, in handling its person- 
nel problems,’’ Mr. Steward said. 


Holds Conditions Bad. 


He declared the morale of gov- 
ernment service was low, that there 
were discouragements and inequali- 
ties; that conditions are bad enough 
in the District, but even worse in 
the fields ‘“‘The fact is becoming 
more and more recognized that real 
administration of government is 
based on conditions surrounding

ELDRIDGE MODIFIES 
PEDESTRIAN RULES 
AT BUSY CROSSINGS 


Onder Now w Will, Apply Only 
to Intersections Where / 
Lights are Used. 


CONTROL WILL GROW 
AS BEACONS INCREASE 


Council Favors Abolishing 
Ropes, but Asks Delay on 
Speed Boulevards. 


Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge 
has materially modified his de- 
mands for control of pedestrians 
crossing streets since returning 
from his vacation. He now intends 
asking the commissioners to au- 
thorize such control only at inter- 


sections where vehicles are stopped 
and ‘ started by electric traffic 
lights. 

This became known yesterday, 
when the traffic council submitted 
its report on the items submitted to 
it for advice. The report said, of 
pedestrian regulation: 

“The council unanimously in- 
dorsed the proposed regulation 
which has in mind pedestrian con- 
trol only at places where traffic is 
controlled by lights.’’ 


Kager for Control. 


Ever since he had held office, 
Director Eldridge has tried to con- 
trol pedestrians at all crossings in 
business areas. Up to the time of 
leaving for’his vacation three weeks 
ago he was discussing utilizing the 
new authority granted him by Con- 
gress by asking the commissioners 
to pass a sweeping. pedestrian con- 
trol rule. The commissioners, a ma- 
ority of them opposed to such con- 
trol, were said to favor granting 
him his rule on the theory that 
Congress had indicated it- wanted 
pedestrian, control, or it would not 
have enlafged Eldridge’s powers in 
that respéct. 

The statement of the traffic coun- 
cil in its report was:the first news 
that Eldridge had receded to a 
minimum of pedestrian control. 
Asked if he had placed the restrict- 
ed type of control before the coun- 
cil for endorsement, Director Eld- 
ridge said: 

“Yes; that is, when I appeared 
before the council Wednesday 
night, it seemed to be the con- 
census that that was as far as the 
city would stand for pedestrian

Wets in Contests for Senator and Members of 
House in Both Parties 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 11 (By. 
P.). —- Prohibition and public 
schools furnished the text for many 
of the candidates for national and 
State offices who will be voted upon 
in the Washington primary elec- 
tion Tuesday. 

Candidates for nomination for 
congressional seats have in several 
cases staked their hopes on their 
attitude toward prohibition. Can- 
didates for the State legislature 
are involved in a fight between 
Gov. Roland H. Hartley and a ma- 
jority group of the legislators over 
appropriations and conduct of the 
State’s higher educational institu- 
tions. 

Senator Wesley L. Jones, a dry, 
is opposed by a field of six candi- 
dates, including Frank E. Ham- 
mond, an avowed wet, and Austen 
E. Griffiths, a dry, for the Repub- 
lican nomination for United States 
senator. 

A. Scott Bullitt, Democratic can- 
didate for nomination for United 
States senator, has based his cam- 
paign against the incumbent, Sena- 
tor Jones, Republican, on an anti- 
world court stand. James McCabe, 


A.ja Seattle lawyer, is seeking one of 


the five Washington seats in the 
lower house of Congress with modi- 
fication of the Volstead act as the 
principal plank in his platform. 
McCabe opposes John W. Miller, of 
Seattle, Republican, incumbent. 

In the other congressional con- 
tests, Lindley H. Hadley, of Bell- 
ingham, incumbent, is unopposed in 
the Second district for the Republi- 
can nomination. For the Demo- 
cratic nomination, Mrs. Francis C. 
Axtell is unopposed. Albert John- 
son, of Hoquiam, incumbent, is op- 
posed in the Third district Republi- 
can primary by O. M. Nelson, of 
Montesano, who ran against him 
two years ago, and Dr. Hinton D. 
Jones, of Tacoma, former State 
commander of the American Legion. 

In the Fourth district, John Will- 
iam Summers, Republican incum- 
bent, is unopposed in his own party 
and the Democrats have nominated 
no one against him.

Denied by Phipps. 

The fight has centered éntirely 
on the support declared to have 
been given by Senator Phipps to 
the candidacy of Senator Means, 
which was denied a few weeks ago 
by Phipps, who declared that he 
was not interested in the candidacy 
of Means, but was devoting his time 
to bringing about the nomination 
his own candi- 
against Carl S. 
Milliken, secretary of State and 
former Gov. Oliver H. Shoup,. who 
has Hamlin’s unqualified support. 

Means is opposed for renomina- 
tion by Charles W. Waterman, 
Coolidge preconvention manager in 
Colorado two years ago, and by 
George Luxford, Denver county 
judge. 

Shoup is seeking his third guber- 
natorial nomination after an ab- 
sence of four years from the gov- 
ernor’s office. Vivian is Federal 
prohibition administrator for Colo- 
rado, Utah and New Mexico. He 


also has the indorsement of the 
Colorado klan.

The fight in the Republican ranks 
has completely overshadowed a 
similar contest in the Democratic 
party, where former Gov.

TN MICHIGAN’ PAAR 


Republican “Forces So Badly 
Split That Loser May 
Aid Bemoorars. 


BITTER. CONTEST WAGED.

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 11.—Michi- 


gan voters will go to the polls next 


Tuesday at the end of the bitterest 
battle for the Republican nomina- 
tion for governor that the State 
has witnessed during the past 30 


years. Despite the fact that the 
Republican party has been split to 
such an extent that there is little 
if any possibility of the opposing 
factions getting together for the 
final fight with the Democratic 
nominee in November, indications 
are that a vote of little better than 
30 per cent of registration will be 
polled. 

Gov. Alex. J. Groesbeck is seek- 
ing the nomination for the fourth 
term and has as his sole opponent 
Fred W. Greerf. Green will poll a 
heavy vote in the rural sections of 
the State, while Groesbeck is ex- 
pected to carry Detroit by a large 
majority. Indications are that 
Green will enter Detroit leading 
the present governor by from 
30,000 to 50,000, while Groesbeck 
is expected to carry Detroit by 
50,000 majority. In fhe event 
that the city polls a heavier vote 
than the State, Groesbeck’s nomi- 
nation appears certain. 

Willlam <A. Comstock, Demo- 
cratic national committeeman, is 
the only candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination on that ticket. 
Comstock’s chances for being elect- 
ed in November are exceedingly 
good, despite the fact that Michi- 
gan has only had one Democratic 
governor. The breach between 
Green and Groesbeck is so great 
that whichever one is defeated wiil 
unquestionkbly throw support to 
the Democratic nominee.

The administration is disposed to 
accept at face value the assurance 
Biven by President Calles in his 
message at the opening of the Mex- 
fcan congress that the’oil and land 
Jaws will not be applied retroac- 
tively to the properties aliens ac- 
quired before the adoption of the 
1927 constitution, and that no prop- 
erties will be confiscated without 
just compensation. 


Accepted as Conciliatory. 


The attitude of President Calles 
§{n this declaration was interpreted 
by President Coolidge as concili- 
a@tory and the assurance given that 
the rights of aliens would be_re- 
spected was accepted as the fruit 
of the Washington government’s 
repeated protests against the con- 
fiscatory character of the oil and 
land laws and decrees. The imme- 
diate reaction on the part of the 
American government was a sig- 
nificantly conciliatory tone adopted 
by President Cpolidge in explain- 
ing the administration Mexican pol- 


y. 

While matching conciliation with 
conciliation, however, the admin- 
istration intends to hold the Mexi- 
can government to the promise to 
modify the oil and land laws and 
decrees if it turns out that their 
&pplication results in confiscation 
of American properties. The oil 
holdings of Americans in Mexico 
are only a drop in the bucket, con- 
trary to the prevalent impression. 
The vast bulk of the American 
properties in Mexico are agriqul- 
tural. 

The statement of the Mexican 
president is understood to mean 
that the laws and decrees will ).be 
modified if, in the first test case 
brought by an American in the 
Mexican courts, the decision up- 
holds confiscation or a retroactive 
application of the law. It would 
then be up to the Mexican congress 
to modify the law or the executive 
branch of the Mexican government 
to modify the decree involved. 


Policy Due to Sheffield. 


Ambassador Sheffield is advising 
the President concerning the course 
to be pursued in view of this turn 
of events produced by the assur- 
ances of con®essions given by Presi- 
dent Calles. The Ambassador’s ad- 
vice: probably will be followed in 
this instance as in the previous 
steps taken to uphold American 
rights since the promulgation of the 
oil and iand laws. 

Mr. Coolidge has taken occasion 
to refer to the Mexican policy he 
has pursued as based upon recom- 
mendations by Mr. Sheffield. This 
is surmised to have been for tht 
purpose of counteracting reports 
that Mr. Sheffiefild was chafing in 
Mexico City under restraints im- 
posed upon him by the State De- 
partment; that he considered the 
Coolidge policy of dealing with 
Mexico weak and vacillating and 
that he intended to resign.

FAITH HEALER WINS - 
COURT PROTECTION 


Interference With Services of 
“Bishop” Grace Forbidden 
at Charlotte. 


Charlotte, N. C., Sept. 11 (By A. 
P.).—An order, restraining mu-. 
nicipal authorities from interfering 
with the “Right Rev. Bishop” 
Grace, Portuguese ‘‘faith healer” 
in holding religious services was 
signed here tonight by Judge 
Michael Schenck, of the superior 
court. 

The city commission issued an 
order today banning any further 
services by ‘‘Bishop’”’. Grace, ‘‘faith 
healer,”’ after riot officers who had 
been called out to queil a disturb- 
ance by negroes before the city 
hall had arrested a few leaders. 

The gathering was the result ofa 
request that the ‘Rev. Bishop” 
Grace, a Portuguese ‘‘faith healer,” 
desist from his, services and halt a 
baptismal ceremony tomorrow in 
which it is alleged he planned to 
immerse 600 negroes at $3 a head. 

The “healer’’ declared he had 
violated no laws and hence was 
under no obligation to refrain from 
holding his meetings and baptizing 
his converts. He declared that al- 
legations concerning a $3 fee for 
baptisms were false, saying that 
sums given him were “purely free 
will offerings.’’

FINE ARTS COMMISSION 
HAS APPROVED CHANGE 


Many Proposed Alterations in 
Zoning Rules to Be Argued 
on September 22. 


Uniformity of architectural 
treatment in the commercial area 
surrounding Union station is 
sought in a change in zoning that 
has the most important place on 
the list of changes that will occupy 
an all-day public hearing before the 
zoning commission September 22. 

It is proposed to change the 
height restriction from 60 to. 90 
feet in the east side of Second street 
northeast between F street and 


Massachusetts avenue, on the south 
Side of D street northeast from 
First street to Massachusetts ave- 
hue and on the south side of Massa- 
chusetts avenue northeast between 
D and Third streets. 

- Surrounding commercial proper- 
ty enjoys the 90-foot height rule 
and the commission on fine arts has 
approved the idea of making the 
height limit the same throughout 
the neighborhood. 

It is also proposed to change the 
height restriction on the area 
bounded by Indiana and New Jer- 
sey avenues and D and Second 
streets northwest from 90 to 110 
feet, to permit the gréater height to 
a new office building to be erected 
Life Ingsur- 
ance Co, 


Other Changes Proposed. 


Other proposed zoning changes to 
be canvassed at the hearing are as 
follows: 

From residential B to first com- 
mercial C area, southeast corner 
of Thirteenth and T streets south- 
east; northwest corner of Rhode 
Island avenue and Tenth street 
northeast, east side of Eighth street 
northwest near Barry place. 

From residential C to first com- 
mercial C area—Both sides of Q 
street northwest between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets; south 
Side of Columbia road northwest 
from Seventeenth street to Mozart 
Place; both sides of Mount Pleas- 
ant street northwest between Irv- 
ing and Kenyon streets; both sides 
of Connecticut avenue northwest 
from Northampton street to Chevy 
Chase circle; east side of Wiscon- 
sin avenue northwest near Grant 
road.

Progress Sometimes Slow but | 


“Ability, Backed by Ambi- 
tion, Is Recognized. 


CABINET PORTFOLIOS 
ACHIEVED BY CLERKS 


Million Dollar ieee Lacking, 
but Steps Are Offered to 
Do Big Tasks. 


The nymph Opportunity is quite 
& common inhabitant of govern- 


ment departments, and by no means 
impression 
that she is banished to a place 
without the government depart- 
ment door-sills, an investigation in- 
to the life histories of men in high 
poMitions in the government service 
has revealed. 

For occupying the chairs of 
authority in many spacious govern- 
ment offices are men who have 
risen to their posts from the ground 
floor, oftentimes from positions of 
messenger boy, and who have 
mounted every rung of the ladder 
as gradually and thoroughly as the 
tortoise that outdistanced the rab- 
bit in the fable of Aesop. 

Sheer chance was frequently the 
influence that prompted the men 
attaining notable success in the 
service to take the civil service ex- 
aminations. Others were attracted 
by an express desire to work for 
the government, and still others by 
the desire to live in the National 
Capital, to deal with the big things 
which the government service would 
afford them, and to gain an educa- 
tion ,which would be afforded them 
in Washington at the same time 
that. they pursued the duties of 
their employment. 


List Is a Long Onc. 


Yet officials of the civil service 
commission yesterday could hardly 
complete the task of naming over 
the men now holding high govern- 
ment positions who entered the) 
service through civil service exam- | 
inations for the less important 
routine positions. 

These men, however, very natur- 
ally have attained their higher 
posts by striving after them, by 
the simple means of conquest, in 
which preparation has compelled 
recognition of their capacity to 
hold the posts. Of course, the rec- 
ommendation of natural or inher- 
ent ability has been an important 
factor in their progress, but it is 
generally inherent ability which is 
the soul of all outward efforts to 
surmount and overcome. 

It is nowhere denied that politi- 
cal preference has obtained impor- 
tant government positions for 
many a man .who could not have 
obtained the position through the 
recommendation of qualification or 
ability. This article intends to 
show, however, that many men 
high in the service have risen by 
the slow path of progress, that 
merit is commonly rewarded—in 
short, that opportunity is prevalent 
even there. 


Experienced Men Preferred. 


‘Because “of a growing necessity, 
through the evolution of the gov- 
efnment work into more and more 
intricate complications and special- 
ties, there is a growing tendency to 
give high government positions to 
those who..are prepared to hold 
them by virtue of years of service 
in the employ of the government. 

<In fact, to give some of the 
higher posts to an outsider nowa- 
déys would. be about the worst 
mischief that’ could be wished on 
him, it is;said. The present ad- 
ministration has endeared itself to 
the hearts of government employes 
because of the disposition to recog- 
nize the senior and capable servants 
of the government in making ap- 
pointments, in some cases in ap- 
pointments to positions which 
might have been filled by outsiders.

The hope was expressed, how- 
ever, that a new era has come into 
existence, and that the present 
tendency to reward service and/ 
merit will remain.

Cortelyou, who was in turn Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, Post- 
master General and Secretary of 
the Treasury under President | 
Roosevelt, is frequently pointed out | 
as an example of what a man can 
accomplish in the government serv- 
ice provided he has the inltiative 
and ability. 


Cortelyou a Stenographer. 


Mr. Cortelyou was employed in 
the New York postoffice when he 
Was recommended to President 
Cleveland as a capable stenographer 
and was subsequently given a posi- 
tion of stenographer at the White 
House. He held several positions 
and finally. became secretary to 
President McKinley, was reappoint- 
ed by President Roosevelt as secre- 
tary and later by him to the cabinet 
positions named. 

The other notable record is that 
of Frank Harris Hitchcock, who 
was Postmaster General under 
President Taft. Mr. Hitchcock 
started in the government service 
as a clerk in the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Of course, there are no million- 
dollar-a-year jobs in the govern- 
ment employ. But officials are of

'MCARL MAKES ATTACHE

Navy Adornment Called Part 
of Uniform and Not an 
Extra Expense.

Expenses incurred by a naval at- 
tache in the purchase of aiguilettes 
are not of such extraordinary char- 
acter that may be met from the 
allowance granted attaches from the 
appropriation ‘“‘pay miscellaneous,” 
according to a decision of Comp- 
troller General McCarl just made 
public. 

The decision was made on a claim 
of Commander L. R. Leahy, of the 
navy, who was on duty as naval at- 
tache to the American legation at 
The Hague. He was granted an 
additional allowance of $300 per 
month on account of extraordinary 
expen#es while on that duty, and 
he contended that the aiguilettes 
are not a part of the uniform of an 
officer of the navy on general selv- 
ice and wouid be of no use to him 
after completion of his duty as 
naval attache. 

The comptroller general came 
back with citation of the uniform 
regulations, United States navy, 
1922, and quotes section 222 there- 
of, relating to the use of aigui- 
lettes by offictérs, and which only 
requires their use by aids to the 
President, the Secretary of the 
Navy, the Assistant Secretaries of 
the Navy, flag officers and naval at- 
taches. 

Notwithstanding the limited use 
of that article of the uniform, as 
prescribed by the regulations, the 
comptroller general holds that they 
are part of the prescribed uniform 
equipment that navy officers must 
supply at their own expense.

Place a ban on the use of cosmetics, 
Capt. Milliken declared the nurses 
are permitted to rub a little powder 
on their shiny noses to keep the sun 

‘’from reflecting in the patient’s eyes. 

Miss Catherine Moran, superin- 
tendent of nurses at the Gallinger 
hospital, scoffed at the idea of 
nurses adding a spray of perfume 
to their general make-up and de- 
elared that the more than 75 nurses, 
under her care ‘‘don’t have to use 
eosmetics to look sweet and pretty.’’

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WHEAT PRICES HELD 
FIRM OURING WEEK

Larger Movement of Spring 
Crop Fails to Affect Seri- 
ous Market Change. 


EUROPE’S HARVEST WET 
AND CROP QUALITY POOR 


Heavy Rains Less Favorable 
for Corn and Prices Show 
Substantial Gains. 


Brisk export demand and the de- 
layed movement of Canadian grain 
held wheat prices firm during the 
week ended September 11 in spite 
of a larger movement of spring 
wheat, states the weekly grain mar. 
ket review of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Spring 
wheat prices declined, but winter 
wheat worked higher in central 
Western markets. Rains over a 
considerable area were less favor- 
able for the corn crop, which is late, 
and corn prices made substantial 
gains, while oats were steady. 

Domestic demand for wheat was 
of fair volume. Suropean demand 
has been more active on account of 
the wet harvest over a considerable 
territory and the poor quality of 
the crops. Deliveries of German 
wheat have been light and of poor 
quality, forcing mills there to de- 
pend largely upon imported wheat. 
Poor quality, together with trans- 
port and tariff difficulties, hindered 
the export movement. from Hun- 
gary, ,Jugoslavia and Roumania. 
European buyers continue to take 
for immediate needs only. The crop 
so far reported for Europe is now 
placed at 1,051,000,000 bushels, a 
decrease of 9 per 
crop of the same countries last year. 
The total European crop outside of 
Russia will probably be at least 10 
per cent below last year’s harvest 
but above the average for the last 
four years. 


Canada’s Crop Improves. 


Wheat production in the United 
States, according to the depart- 
ment’s September forecast, was 
practically the same as reported on 
August 1. Forecasts of spring 
wheat production were raised slight- 
ly in the hard spring wheat pro- 
ducing States but were lowered 
somewhat in the Pacific northwest. 
The Canadian crop showed great 
improvement during August and 
total production for Canada is offi- 
cially forecast at about 399,000,000 
bushels against about 317,000,000 
bushels from August 1 conditions. 
The Canadian harvest in 1926 total- 
ed 411,375,000 bughels. Heavy 
rains hindered harvesting and 
threshing in this territory, but ac- 
cording to latest reports the rain- 
fall does not appear to have caused 
much damage by sprouting. Lack 
of harvest help has caused some 
difficulty. The shortage has been 
met to some extent by volunteer 
workers from the cities. 

Winter wheat marketings in the 
United States were of moderate 
volume. Farmers were busy in the 
field and were also less willing to 
sell freely at prevailing prices. Local 
and outside mills were competing 
for supplies of good protein wheat 
at Wichita, and high protein wheat 
was commanding premiums at Fort 
Worth. Exporters in the Southwest 
were bidding 6% cents over the 
Chicago December future on track 
at the guif. No. 2 hard winter, 12 
per cent protein, at Kansas City 
was quoted 5% cents over the Kan- 
sas City September. which closed 
Friday at $1.25%4; 12% per cent 
protein sold 644 cents over and 13 
per cent 7%,.cents over, Arrivals 
of winter wheat at Omaha were 
falling off. 


Cash Premium Dccline. 


Receipts increased sharply at 
Minneapolis and Duluth, but the 
holiday accumulation at Minne- 
apolis was absorbed readily. Re- 
ports indicated that Northwestern 
farmers were taking out storage 
tickets for about one-half of their 
marketings. Cash wheat premiums 
declined about 1 cent per bushel. 

Twelve per cent protein No. 1, 
dark northern, at Minneapolis sold 
at 2-6 cents over the September 
future, which closed Friday at 
$1.36. Twelve and one-half per 
cent protein sold at 3-8 cent over 
and 13 per cent protein at 6-10 
cent over. No. 1 amber durum at 
this market sold 5-15 cent over the 
Duluth September future, which 
closed Friday at $1.27% No. 1 
mixed durum sold at the September 
price to 12 cents over. 

Receipts fell off at the principal 
soft winter wheat markets while 
demand for good wheat was brisk, 
forcing prices upward. Low grades 
were fully 10 cents higher for the 
week at St. Louis, while top grades 
were steady. Prices advanced at 
Cincinnati where southern demand/|‘¢ 
was urgent.

SUGARS MOVE FORWARD 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Sept. 11.—Steady 
pressure against active stocks gave 
prices a downward slant on the 
New York Stock Exchange today. 
While no rally developed in the ab- 
breviated session, as might have 
been expected after the sharp reac- 
tion -in the last hour Friday, and 
prices generally went still lower, 
there was no break. But net losses 
again ranged up to 5 points or so. 

Motor shares were absorbing 
most of the selling ‘and the indus- 
trial list was weaker, while the 
rails, which dropped substantially 
yesterday, and the oils stood up rea- 
sonably well. General Motors and 
Yellow Truck and Coach, its sub- 
sidiary, bore the brunt of the bear 
attack, large blocks of the latter 
stock being dumped into the mar- 
ket following the statement of Pres- 
ident Hertz that he was unable to 
explain the upward rush of the 
company’s shares. They closed 1% 
net lower and General Motors 2% 
‘down, both at levels, small frac- 
tions above the day's lows. 

The pressure against Mack 
Trucks, which drove the shares 
down 4% points in the preceding 
session, was somewhat relaxed, but 
they lost nearly a point more. 
Studebaker made conspicuous re- 
sistance to pressure and then moved 
higher, closing 1% points up. Hud- 
son lost a point and others of the 
group were little changed. 

United States Steel common, 
which closed 1% net lower, again 
led most of the industrials down- 
ward, but General Electric resisted 
stubbornly all attempts to drag it 
down and Warner Brothers Pic- 
tures, after touching a new high | ¢ 
for the fifth consecutive day this 
week, weakened only moderately 
under such profit-taking and short 
selling, closing but 1% net lower. 

Outstanding losses elsewhere in-

About the only group to main- 
tain consistent strength were the 
sugar stocks, which forged forward 
through all the selling in the rest 
of the market, as the raw commod- 
ity went to new high prices for the 
year. American Beet Sugar headed 
its advance, its preferred stock sell- 
ing 3% net higher. 

Foreign exchange prices moved 
within a narrow range, with slightly 
better demand for sterling and firm-

August sales for the ten leading 
chain store companies aggregated 
$45,099,231, an increase'of $3,508.,- 
969, or 8.43 per cent, compared 
‘with the total of $41,590,262 for 
the corresponding month last year. 

Sales of these stores for the en- 
tire country aggregated $345,530,- 
481 fer the eight months ended 
. August 31. This total established 
a new high record for any similar 
period in. the history of the coun- 
try. The total compared with 
$304,822,494 reported in the corre- 
sponding period last year and for 
1926 the gain amounted to $40,- 
707,987, or 13.35 per cent. 

The J. G. Penney Co. again led 
all-other companies in August from 
the standpoint of dollar gain, while 
Neisner Bros., Inc., although one of 
the smaller companies, reported the 
largest -percentage of gain.

Tests are being made at the 
proving ground of the 75-millime- 
ter gun recoil mechanism equipped 
with a new form of packing. A 
unit of the 75-millimeter gun ma- 
teriel, which has been at Frank- 
ford arsenal, Pa., for--reconstruc- 
tion of the angle-of-sight mechan- 
ism to eliminate backlash in the 
worm and links, has been returned 
to the proving ground. 

Road tests of the 105-millimeter 
howitzer materiel have been under 
way, and a new design of respirator 
has been tried on its recoil mech- 
anism. The original model of res- 
pirator was broken by. reacttens 
during the acceleration period. A 
pilot 105-millimeter howitzer ma- 
teriel is under manufacture. Its 
carriage is similar. to that of the 
75-millimeter gun carriage which 
recently was adopted as standard 
for manufacture. It has a 46-inch 
constant recoil, which necessitates 
digging a pit about 16 inches deep 
when firing the maximum charge 
at the maximum elevation of 65 de- 
grees. Steps new are being taken 
for redesign of the carriage toe 
eliminate or greatly reduce the size 
of the pit.

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MUSSOLINI’S ESCAPE. 


Benito Mussolini has escaped assassi- 
nation three times within a year. The 
latest attempt upon his life was made 
yesterday by a native-born Italian, who 
is suspected of having been instigated by 
antifascisti organizations outside of Italy. 
The bomb thrown by him failed to ex- 
plode when it struck Mussolini’s limou- 
sine, but its deadliness was obvious when 
it burst and injured four passers-by. 

The joy of the fascisti over the good 
fortune of Mussolini was frantically 
manifested. Enormous crowds assem- 
bled to render homage to the premier. 
The diplomatic corps expressed its sym- 
‘pathy and congratulations. Mobs at- 
tempting to destroy the assassin were 
held back by the police, who were them- 
selves roughly handled’ ~*~” 

It is well for Italy that Mussolini is 
spared. His work is not yet done. In 
the opinion of many students of Italy, 
the fascist system would fall to pieces if 
Mussolini should die. It is a system that 
inspires fanatical devotion and equally 
fanatical opposition, but with all its re- 
pressive tendencies it is transformng 
Italy into a productive and prosperous 
nation. The forces of disintegration had 


made great headway when the fascisti_ 


organized and stamped them down. Mus- 
solini incarnated the true spirit of Italy, 
, the Italy of indomitable patriotism in the 
face of appalling odds. He tackled and 
destroyed bolshevism, and transformed 
vacillating and timid citizens into aggres- 
sive champions of order and industry. 
Italy is now a beehive of activity; the 
country’s resources are being developed; 
the national spirit is released from leth- 
argy and despair; the native genius is 
beginning to flourish in the arts and 
sciences. . 

Poets and philosophers have moralized 
over the fact that a pellet of lead or a 
grain of poison can change the course of 
the world by stopping the heart-throb of 
a than. The imagination loves to play 
over what might be and what might have 
been. In Italy at this juncture mighty 
events may be caused or turned awry by 
a mere petard; but the same may be said 
of other nations. 

Mussolini is a brave man to dare de- 
struction by doing his duty. He wins and 
deserves the world’s admiration. Every 
person who abhors communism and the 
assassins it engenders will fervently 
hope that Benito. Mussolini will truly 
bear a charmed life. 


THE TREND OF COMMERCE. 


American foreign commerce figures as 
published by the Department of Com- 
merce on September 9 reveal that the 
United States is paying an increasing 
tribute to Great Britain for rubber, 
_while England has been compelled to buy 
large quantities of coal from this country 
on account of the British coal strike. 
American foreign trade for July, the 
first month of this fiscal year, shows a fa- 
vorable trade balance of $29,100,000, but 
$20,000,000 of this is represented by coal 
purchases by England. 
For the seven months ended July 31 
_ there is a trade balance of $66,800,000 
against the United States. In spite of 
__ export gains here and there, the increase 


__ of $124,000,000 in imports from British 


,» mostly rubber, accounts for the 
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Malaya in the seven months ended in | 


July. It is buying rubber at the rate of 


$30,000,000 a month. Mr. Churchill, 
British chancellor of the exchequer, had 
reason for satisfaction in observing that 
the British rubber monopoly was taking 


care of Britain’s debt to the United 
States. 


THE COURT, NOT THE LEAGUE. 


The committee representing nations 


belonging to the league of nations is 
struggling with the world court condi- 
tions imposed by the Senate. All the 
dispatches from Geneva reveal that the 
committee finds it impossible to rid itself 
of the idea that the United States is to 
become a-member of the league of na- 
tions. The conditions are studied with 
that idea in mind. 

The fifth reservation made by the Sen- 
ate puzzles the committee. How can the 
nations belonging to the league accept 
that reservation without amending the 
covenant of the league and without cur- 
tailing the power of the league council. 
over the league court? The American 
idea is the absolute divorcement of the 
court from the league council. The Euro- 
pean idea is that the court is an essential 
part of the league and must be kept avail- 
able to the league council for the render- 
ing of advisory opinions. The council, in 
its attempt to direct the politics of 
Europe, runs into knotty problems involv- 
ing mixed questions of international law 
and international policy. In order to for- 
tify itself it seeks the legal advice of the 
world court. A vast field is opened for 
the exercise of political-influence under 
the guise of law; for there is no accepted 
international law, and the court is free 
to “make its own law,” as Secretary 
Hughes once remarked. The so-called 
law as laid down by the court is, of 
course, in harmony with the covenant 
under which the court was created; and 
the league council in imposing its will 
upon small nations is apparently support- 
ed by law, in the shape of advice from 
the world court. 

The world court resolution could not 
have passed the Senate if a condition had 
not been attached, making it impossible 
for the league council to use the world 
court and its impromptu “law” in pass- 
ing upon questions or disputes in which 
the United States has or claims an inter- 
est. As the United States has an interest 
in every dispute and question arising in 
the western hemisphere, as well as in 
many arising elsewhere, the league dis- 
covers that its political powers will be 
greatly diminished if it accepts the Amer- 


jean reservation. 


Several ingenious members of the 
committee at Geneva have suggested that 
the covenant and the court statute be 
amended to harmonize with the Ameri- 
can reservation; that is, they suggest 
that the league should be reshaped in 
order to facilitate the entry of the United 
States into the league. Others suggest 
that the United States be admitted auto- 
matically into the league council when- 
ever a question or dispute arises in which 
the United States may be interested. It 
will be observed that both of these sug- 
gestions presuppose that the United 
States is willing, or may be induced, to 
become a member of the league of nations. 

It is evident that the controversy over 
American adhesion to the world court 
protocol will be resumed in the Senate 
if the nations at Geneva adopt any of the 
suggestions thus far advanced. Publi® 
sentiment in the United States is fixed 
against membership in the league. Presi- 
dent Coolidge and the Republican party 
represent this public sentiment. The 
United States does not wish to be a mem- 
ber of the league council, for world court 
purposes or for any other purpose. It 
will not join the league, even if the cove- 
nant be amended to harmonize with the 
Senate’s reservations, because it was the 
court and not the league which the Sen- 
ate favored; and it favored the court 
only after it imposed the condition that 
the league council could not manipulate 
the court in questions affecting ‘ the 
United States. Now, if the league na- 
tions propose any scheme for dodging 
that condition, or for inducing the 
United States to join the league for the 
sake of joining the court, the people of 
the United States will have something 


tO.8ay.’ 


GOLD AS A YARDSTICK. 


In his annual address as president of 
the American Chemical society, Prof. 
James F. Norris predicted that the study 
of the atom may lead to the remaking of 
the world, and “an economic upheaval 

upon the world a change 
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based on something more fundame 
perhaps the value of man’s labor\or es- 
sential commodities. 

The suggestion that the monetary 
measurements of’ the world be based.on 
labor or commodities is not new. It has 
been the subject of economic debate for 
years, but has never resulted in anything 


tangible. It is a difficult matter to alter 


world conditions and commercial cus- 
toms developed out of centuries of 
experience. 

Gold as a standard of measure was 


established in the commercial world long: 


before it was established by law. It 
was accepted because it was the least 
variable in bulk, endurance, supply, 
value and weight of any commodity then 
known. It was accepted in commerce 
by weight long before it was stamped by 
governments as coin. Even now, during 
international exchange disturbances, it 
is often exchanged by weight. 

The measurement of value by gold is 
more satisfactory than measurement by 
any other commodity. Wheat, corn or 
any standard grain is far more variable 
in vahie than gold. Cattle do not serve 
as a good yardstick of value. Labor 
would appear to be out of the question, 
since a day’s labor is variable in exchange 
for commodities. 

If chemistry can evolve any enduring 
commodity of great “intrinsic” value, 
steady in supply, fairly portable, uni- 
versally desirable, incapable of being 
monopolized at the source, &c., it might 
be utilized as a monetary standard in the 
place of gold. But until that time arrives 
it is likely that the commercial world will 
stick to gold as the ultimate unit of meas- 
ure. If governments should discard it, 
commerce would still retain it, for the 
reason that it has stood the test of time, 
and men are habituated to its use. 

Perhaps the greatest merit of gold as 
a universal yardstick of value is that, 
while it is desired by all* men, its 
production can not be monopolized. 


STREET AND HIGHWAY TREES. 

By the end of this year the State of 
Maryland will have planted 835,000" for- 
est trees of fifteen species and 15,000 
along its highways. Within the District 
of Columbia, in comparison with these 
figures, the number of trees set out is 
almost negligible, not because the official 
in charge of this work is not enterprising, 
but because he has no funds at his com- 
mand. 

Maryland is entitled to credit as a 
pioneer among the States in recognizing 
that public highways should be decorated 
with trees and that roadside trees re- 
quire legal protection. Her policy of 
caring for them, replacing them where 
necessary, and planting new trees where 
none had been before, finds expression in 
definite statutes that are strictly en-. 
forced. The original law protected only 
the trees on the roadside from acts of 
vandalism. In 1918 a supplementary 
statute was enacted making it a misde- 
meanor to remove or injure trees, shrubs, 
vines or flowers on private property 
along public rights of way without the 
consent of the owner. Farmers and pub- 
lic utility employes are forbidden to in- 
terfere with those growing along the 
roads. 

The State forestry department for sev- 
eral years has been raising trees. for 
planting along the highways and has dis- 
tributed several thousands of them year- 
ly, many of them being set out by private 
individuals and land owners. Within a 
few years all the hard surfaced roads of 
the State will afford a luxuriance of. cool 
and refreshing shade that will make mo- 
tor travel in that Commonwealth a real 
delight. 

In the District of Columbia a different 
policy is being pursued. Our wooded 
areas are fast being denuded of their 
timber and the day is not far distant 
when trees of mature growth will be 
found only in the publie parks and a few 
of the larger private estates that have 
not yielded to the entreaties of “‘develop- 
ment companies,” whose chief ambition 
is to lay out the entire District in check- 
erboard plats. Our citizens have been 
shocked at the ruthless fashion in which 
the magnificent foliage that adorned the 
streets that recently have been widened 
has been cut down and carted away. 

Clifford Lanham, superintendent of 
trees and parking, announces’ that his 
department will do all within its power 


to “reforest” the downtown avenues and 


streets, but that, at best, owing to ad- 
verse conditions, the street trees will have 
a hard struggle:to survive. No portion 
of the gas tax goes to his department 
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banded with much care. Eventually Con- 
necticut avenue, Eleventh, G and E 
streets, where tree destruction became 
necessary, will be replanted. Meanwhile 
this department has been active in the 
newer subdivisions and in strictly resi- 
dential districts decorating the roadways 
with the American elm, red oak and Nor- 
way maple, which experience has shown 
are best adapted for city use. Mr. Lan- 
ham is confronted with a complicated 
problem, and that portion which relates 
to the congested districts is most diffcult 
of solution. Given a proper budget he 
could make a better showing. If the 
public desires the restoration of that 
which has been destroyed in the march of 
municipal progress, means must be found 
to supply the money for the work. 


GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS. 


Now that President Coolidge has let it 
be known he does not approve construc- 
tion of the new home of the Department 
of Commerce within the Mall, Washing- 
tonians may hope that further attempts 
to encroach upon this central park will 
be frustrated. It is unfortunate that the 
Department of Agriculture was ever per- 
mitted to be housed within this’ reserva- 
tion. That blunder can not now be cor- 
rected, but the Mall must be preserved 
for the uses to which it was dedicated. 

According to the plan authorized by 
Congress future public buildings must be 
placed south of Pennsylvania avenue, but 
Congress did not give any license to en- 
cumber the Mall. In time all property 
south of Pennsylvania avenue must be 
taken over, by the government for public 
uses. This.should have been done years 
ago. 

The Department of Commerce building 
is to be imposing in size. It should be 
built of stone, and not of brick. Properly 
built and properly placed on the Avenue, 
it would enhance the beauty and dignity 
of what some day will be the most noble 
thoroughfare in the world. The cost of 
acquiring ground on the south side of 
Pennsylvania avenue, privately owned, is 
not prohibitive at present; the govern- 


razing of all business structures within 
this territory and the substitution of 
artistically designed and solidly built pub- 
lic buildings has been»approved by the 
national park and planning commission, 
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ize the dream of L’Enfant, when he con- 
ceived the plan upon which the National 
Capital was built. 

The mistake which succeeding ‘genera- 
tions have made is in building cheap, in- 
adequate and ugly structures. It is high 
time for present-day authorities to prove 
that they have the courage and vision of 
the nation’s founder and his technical 
adviser. 
Let today’s plans provide not only for 
tomorrow, but for the distant future. 
Steel and stone, not brick and _ stucco, 
should be the materials used. Temporary 
Savings by using cheap materials is 
permanent waste. 


DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH. 


In 1922 it was estimated that the na- 
tional wealth amounted to $320,803,000,- 
000. It is probably at least a billion 
dollars more now. | 

The common complaint, especially .in 
debating circles, is that the distribution 


of wealth is unequal and unfair, and that. 


there is something wrong in the eco- 
nomic and social system. But the wealth 
of the United States is far more widely 
and fairly distributed than many imagine. 
This is demonstrated by the income tax 
returns. While only about 6 per cent 
of the people pay any income tax at all, 
nevertheless these returns are a fairly 
good cross-section of the whole body of 
citizens. 

In 1923 approximately 7,698,000 per- 
sonal income tax returns were filed, and 
this is about the proportion returned in 
later years, up to 1926, when some 2,- 
000,000 taxpayers were relieved of the 
income tax. The net income of these 7,- 
698,000 citizens amounted to about $26,- 
339,000,000. Of this total net income, 
4714 per cent came from salaries, wages, 
commissions, bonuses, etc., and 26.03 per 
cent came from business, trade, com- 
merce, farming and profits in dealing 
with property. Only 26.47 per cent came 
from rents, royalties and interest on 
bonds and loans. Only 11.44 per cent 
came from dividends. | 7 

The total net incomes of citizens with 
individual incomes between $3,000 and 


$5,000 amounted to $6,965,000,000, while 


those having incomes between $2,000 and 
$3,000 each had net incomes totaling $6,- 
655,000,000. Those having incomes be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 reported a net 
income total of $5,362,999,000. The total 
of incomes over $10,000 was about $6,- 
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taxpayers receiving incomes of less than 
$5,000 and less than 1,100,000 income 
taxpayers receiving incomes of more than 
$5,000.. It is estimated that today there 
are about 11,000 millionaires in the 
United States. 

There are more holders of stocks and 
bonds among the people of moderate 
means than ever before.

COL. HOUSE PERSISTS. 


With obstinate perversity Col. E. M. 
House circulates a statement that he 
ought to know is misleading. In a cur- 
rent magazine article he says: 


Before the peace conference adjourned, 
France had every reason to believe not 
only that the Versailles treaty would be 
ratified but that the Franco-American 
treaty of guaranty also would be accepted. 
* * * That is why there is so much 
bitterness against the United States. It 
is believed that nearly all the troubles 
that have come to France, and to Europe 
for the matter of that, have come because 
the United States failed to keep the ob- 
ligations made by the President of the 
United States at Paris in 1919, 


France did not have any reason to be- 
lieve that the United States would ratify 
the treaty of Versailles or the treaty of 
alliance. On the contrary, M. Clemen- 
ceau was warned in writing by United 
States senators, in sufficient numbers to 
defeat the treaty of Versailles, that it 
would not be ratified if it contained the 
covenant of the league of nations. He 
persisted in going ahead when the “Stop” 
signal was displayed. 

The senators in question gave notice 
that the Senate would not be bound by 
“obligations” made by the President in 
Paris. The United States never can be 
bound by any treaty that is not approved 
by the Senate. This simple fact, ignored 
by M. Clemenceau, ought now to be so 
well understood that it should penetrate 
the integument that so thoroughly pro- 
tects Col. House’s brain against the in- 
trusion of historic truth.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 


Having, heard from friends in Wash-| 


ington and other cities that The 
Post is a fair paper, always willing 


‘to publish both sides of any ques- 


tion, I am asking for space to make 
some comments on the bill intro- 
duced into the Senate by Senator 
Fletcher to prohibit the vivisection 
of dogs in the Columbia district. 
I think the arguments offered by the 
opponents of the bill are a wonder- 
ful brief for the anti-vivisectionists. 
Being a Catholic, I was naturally 
interested in the arguments present- 
ed by the Rev. Walter 5S. Summers, 
of Georgetown university. Father 
Summers, in his detense of vivisec- 
tion, humilfated all enlightened 
Catholics and is contrary to the 
teachings of the saints and mauy 
high dignitaries of. our churcl. His 
questioning of the truth that Car- 
dinal Gibbons was an anfivivisec- 
tionist is amazing, as Cardinal Gib- 
bons made no secret of his opposi- 
tion to vivisectien. He was not only 
honorary vice president of the 
society, but also was 
honorary vice president of the New 
York antivivisection and of the 
large antivivisection suciety of Lon- 
don. I have seen his name on the 
stationery of these organizations. 
Cardinal Manning spoke from the 
public platform against this prac- 
tice, which he called satanic. Car- 
dinal Newman, in his parish ser- 
mons, compared vivisectors to 
those who crucified Christ. Pe 
ntl riest writing to me §& 
pia a gall “Those who believe in 
vivisection or other cruelties to ani- 
mals have never understood the 
teachings of Christ; in fact, have 
never accepted his teachings.” 
Those who are opposing vivisec- 
tion and other cruelties are doing 
Christ’s work. This priest also 
preached a sermon from the pul- 
pit of the Sacred Heart cathedral, 
of Dallas, Tex-, on kindness to 


animals and warned Catholie doc- 


tors not to take any part in the 
vivisection of animals, as it was 
contrary to the teachings of the 
Catholic church. : 

In an editorial in the Sister Col- 
lege Messenger the Rev. James M. 
Hays, who was its editor, told of 
the love of animels by God and of 
His saints. He said in part: 

“The aninials are the creatures of 
God and are loved by Him. He re- 
fused to destroy the wicked city 
of Nineveh because of the innocent 
children and the ‘many animals’ in 
it. (Jonah, iv). He gave the cattle 
their food and feeds the youns 
ravens that call on Him. (Psalms, 
xlvi:9). ; 

“In holy scripture Christ is at 
times presented to us under the 
symbol of an animal.’’ He is “the 
lion of the tribe of Judea; He its 
the Lamb of God who taketh away 
the sims of the. world.” Upon the 
cope, the benediction veil, the tab- 
ernacle door we see the pelican 
feeding her young with the blood 
from the self-inflicted wound in her 
breast. It is a figure of Christ 
feeding us with His adorable body 
and blood. “In the home of the 
sinless animals’’ the Sinless One 
was born, and in the manger bed 
between the ass and the ox He 
found His rest.’’ Christian art rep- 


read the beautiful true story of the 
saintly Don Basco, and his mysteri- 
ous dog. 

This story appeared in The 
Missionary in July, 1922, and was 
written by a Catholic priest. This 
story showed that this dog was not 
of this earth, but was no doubt a 
spirit from the other world... You 
know vivisectionists always contend 
that animals have no souls and 
will have’ no hereafter. In con- 
tradiction to this a question was 
asked in the Western "Watchman, 
Catholic paper, of St. Louis, “Is 
it a sin to believe that dogs have 
a hereafter 

The answer was: 

“Tt has «always been contended 
and with reason that the souls of 
brutes are immortal and thus will 
have a hereafter. 

The Ave Maria, Catholic publica- 
tion, some time ago said that many 
of the saints died believing that 
animals had souls. Father Sum- 
mers quotes Genesis and tells us that 
that “God gave man dominion over 
animals and that is the reason it is 
right to vVivisect them. God also 
gave parents the rights over their 
children, but He certainly did not 
give them the right to abuse or 
torture them. 

Father Summers also wiggles out 
of the teaching in the Bible that one 
“nrust not do evil that good may 
come of it,’’ by saying that there 
Was no intent to be cruel; the in- 
tention was simply to benefit hu- 
manity. 

“The witch burners’’ of Salem 
also said they were not burning 
witches with the intention of cruel- 
ty, but for what they thought the 


‘honor and glory of God. 


As for Cardinal O’Connell’s scor- 
ing antivivisection and calling us 
fanatics and a cult, that does not 
hurt in the least. Cardinal O’Con- 
nell said the same thing about pro- 
hfbition and yet some of our 
great cardinals, such as Cardinal 
Mereer and Cardinal Manning, in- 
dorsed prohibition. .

I had supposed the District of Co- 
lumbia day at the Sesquicentennial 
at Philadelphia on October 6 was to 
be a day on which the residents of 
the city of Washington were to

Analysis Made of Causes That | 


Contributed to the Elections 


of Wilson, Harding and Cool- | 


ide to the Presidency and the 
Defeat of Hughes, Cox and 
Davis—Democrats in 1924 
Beaten by Anti-League and’ 
Anti-Klan Vote, Reader 
Says. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Since Cleveland’s election in 1884 
and 1892 and Taft’s in 1908 three 
civilians have been elected to the 
presidency, namely, Wilson in 1912 
and 1916, who in his second admin- 
istration was*“the world war Pres- 
ident:”’ Harding, “the Mid-West Or 
ator,” in 1920, and Coolidge, ‘‘the 
man of destiny,” in 1924. 

In 1912, when the Democracy 
was united, normal and militant 
and the Republicans were just the 
opposite, Wilson, a sound-money 
Democrat, salvaged Jeffersonian De- 
mocracy from the wreckage caused 
by Bryanism from 1896 to 1908 
and defeated Taft for re-election by 
523 and former President Roosevelt 
for election by 443 electoral votes. 
The anti-Wilson vote exceeded the 
pro-Wilson vote by 1,323,728, and 
Roosevelt’s vote exceeded Taft’s by 
642,098. 

In this contest Taft carried two 
States, namely, Utah and Vermont, 
with 8 electoral votes, and Roose- 
velt carried six States, namely, Cal- 
ifornia, Michigan, Minnesota, Penn- 
sylvania, South Dakota and Wash- 
ington, with 88 eleetoral votes. 
Thus, Taft and Roosevelt received 
96 and Wilson 4385 out of 531 elec- 
Southern States in conventions 
toral votes. Had Roosevelt . an- 
nounced his candidacy before the 
elected and instructed their dele- 
gates for Taft, who was the only 
candidate in the fleld, presumably,. 
some of the Southern delegates 
would have been either instructed 
for Roosevelt or gone to the Re- 
publican national convention unin- 
structed. ‘ 

In 1916, after considerable delay, 
Wilson was declared elected, al- 
though Hughes’ election had been 
eoneeded at a late hour the night 
of the day of the election by some 
of the press associations, newspa- 
pers and other election-announcing 
agencies, and the public had re- 
paired to their homes from the bul- 
letings convinced that Fiughes had 
been elected. However, much to 
the public’s surprise, extra papers 
appeared in the morning after the 
day of the election announcing that 
the election was in doubt. , 

Wilson had 264 electoral votes, 
or two less than the required 266, 
and Hughes had 254. electoral 
votes, the same number that Pierce 
received in 1852, or twelve less 
than the required 266. Finally 
California’s 13 electoral votes were 
given to Wilson, which increased 
his vote to 277, the same number 
that Cleveland received in 1892, 
and re-elected him. 

Also, Hughes lost 17 States, ex- 
clusive of the South, 14 west and 3 
east of the Mississippi, which in- 
cluded Ohio, with 24, and New 


Hampshire with 4 electoral votes, ' 


and barely carried Minnesota by 
392. Ohio went for Wilson against 
Hughes by a plurality of 89,503, al- 
though, Cox, Democrat, carried it 
for governor over Willis, Republi- 
can, by a plurality of only 5,199, 
and New Hampshire went for Wi?d- 
son against Hughes by a plurality 
of only 66, although, Keyes, Repub- 
lican, carried it for governor over 
Hutchins, Democrat, by a plurality 
of 7,046. 

California and Washington elect- 
ed former Progressives, namely, 


States senators, the former by a 
plurality of 296,815, and the lat- 
ter by a plurality of 66,948, al- 
though Wilson carried California 
against Hughes by a plurality of 
3,773, and Washington by a plu- 
rality of 16,594. Kansas elected 
Capper, Republican, governor by a 
plurality of 162,182, yet Wilson 
carried Kansas against Hughes by 
38,930. North Dakota elected 
Frazier, Republican, governor by 
67,314, and reelected McCumber, 
Republican, United States senator 
by 16,726, yet Wilson carried North 
Dakota against Hughes by 1,735. 


When you consider that the 24 
electoral votes of rock-ribbed Re- 
publican Ohio, added to the 254 
electoral votes received by Hughes 
would have given him a majority 
in the electoral college of 12 votes 
over the required 266, and the 
Presidency, it is not difficult to 
comprehend that the election of 
1916 was very badly managed by 
the executive committee, which was 
composed of former Progressives 
and stand-pat Republicans, the 
membership of which was agreed 
upon by Hughes and Roosevelt be- 
fore the campaign started, and be- 
fore Roosevelt withdrew as the 
nominee of the Progressives. 


From 1910 until his Waterloo in 
1916 Hughes was the victim of po- 
litical chicanery, treachery and con- 
spiracy. In fact; Hughes and Hard- 
ing were eliminated as prospective 
candidates in 1912 by the fine Ital- 
fan hand in American politics, the 
former, by allowig himself to be in- 
fluenced to decline a renomination 
for governor of New York, and the 
latter, by Republicans defeating him 
for governor of Ohio by -treacher- 
ously conducting a clandestine cam- 
paign. 
ernor of New York in 1910 instead 
of Stimson, who was defeated, he 
would have most certainly been 
elected and undoubtedly would 
have been nominated by the Repub- 
licans in 1912 as a compromise can- 
didate between Taft and Roosevelt, 
thus avoiding a split Republican 
party and another Armageddon. 


In 1920 Harding overwhelmingly 
defeated Cox on the League of Na- 
tions single issue. Harding receiv- 
ed 404 to Cox’s 127 electoral votes, 
and his majority over Cox was ap- 
proximately 7,000,000, which was 
more than any presidential candi- 
date ever received. A singular fea- 
ture of the campaign was that this 
was about the third time a presi- 
dential campaign turned on a single 
issue. The campaign of 1864, in 
which Lincoln was reelected, turned 
on the civil war, and the campaign 
of 1888, in which Harrison was 
elected, turned on the Cleveland 
tariff message to the Congress as 
the only issue in the last year of 
Cleveland’s -first administration. 


In 1924 Coolidge defeated Davis 
and La Follette for tae Presidency, 
a mathematical analysis of which 
may be published later. Irrespec- 
tive of the weakness of the Demo- 
cratic ticket, attributed to the selec- 
tion of Gov. Charles W. Bryan, of 
Nebraska, the brother of William 
Jennings Bryan, as Davis’ running 
mate, Davis’ denunciation of the Ku 


Had Hughes ran for gov- 


Klux Klan by name and favoring 
the entry of the United States into 
the League of Nations, caused him 
to lose thousands of votes, just as 
La Follette’s. condemnation of the 
Ku Klux Klan by name and advo- 
cacy of a constitutional amendment, 
which, had it been proposed, rati- 
fled and adopted, would have vested 
the Congress with power to over- 
ride decisions cf the Supreme Court, 
resulted in La Follette losing hiin- 
dreds of votes. 


Had the Democratic and the 
third party candidates not de- 
nounced and condemned the Ku 
Klux Klan by name, and had Davis 
avoided the League of Nations as 
an issue of his own making, particu- 
latly after Harding overwhelming- 
ly defeated Cox on the same issue 
in 1920, and had La Follette 
ignored vetoing decisions of the 
Supreme Conrt, the world’s greatest 
judicial tribunal, it is highly proba- 
ble that if Coolidge, the Man of 
Destiny, had not been elected by 
one electoral vote, or a nose, neither 
of the three candidates would have 
received the necessary 266 electoral 
votes. Thus, the election would 
have gone to Congress, which body, 
no doubt, would have selected Davis 
for President and Wheeler for Vice 
President. 

Moreover, Davis’ psychology was 
misapplied when he departed from 
the Democratic platform and de- 
nounced the Ku Klux Klan by name, 


to catch the anti-Ku Klux Klan vote, 


which he may have been promised, 
but which he did not get, and 
favored the United States entering 
the League of Nations. Davis’ “plea 
in departure’? was inconsistent, .fr- 


reconcilable and repugnant, in that: 


the antiklans whole heartedly ap- 
proved of his klan denunciation, 
but they equally as much disap- 
proved of his favoring the entry of 
the United States into the League 
of Nations.

District’s Hunting Season 
Open, But Game Is Scarce 


Sportsmen of Former Years Got Licenses From Police 
and Went Gunning Over Meadows Where Subur- 
ban Homes of Capital Now Stand. 


Twenty years ago sportsmen in 
the District of Columbia applied 
for hunting licenses from the po- 
lice about September 1. Today 
there is no such thing as a hunting 
license in the length and breadth 
of Washington and its environs. 
Ask the police for one, and they 
will chuckle gentfally or perhaps is- 
sue a permit to the inquirer to 
carry a,dangerous weapon—that is, 
of course, if sufficient good reasons 
for the request are apparent. 

In the ‘‘good old days’ when 
September rolled around and began 
to paint. Washington’s trees with 
autumnal colors, sportsmen dug 
out rifles and bird guns from the 
attic. Then, procuring hunting 
licenses from an indulgent con- 
stable, they hiked through the mud 
to shoot reed birds among the 
neighboring marshes. Game bags 
literally bristled with small wild 
fowl at the end of a day’s sport, 
while the crisp morning air re- 
sounded to the echo of bird guns. 

A striking change has been ef- 
fected in the environs of Washing- 
ton in a few years. The marshes, 


where the elusive snipe, reed birds, ! 


wild ducks and similar game once 
abounded, have been transformed 
into respectable residential suburbs. 
Instead of the echo of the hunter’s 
Sun one hears in the autumn noth- 
nig more sportsmanlike than .the 
hum of automobiles. The “good 
old days” have vanished indeed so 
far as the shooting season is con- 
cerned, and the crack of a rifie 
would now attract a large crowd 
of curious persons and the inter- 
vention of a policeman.

A few 
years ago ‘many of my acquaint- 
ances put their applications for ac- 
commodations at these dormitories, 
but owing to their congestion inci- 
dent to their cheapness and comfort 
it was weeks before they were ad- 
mitted. 

As I understand the matter, the 
housing this gentleman has in view 
would be upon the order of the 
government dormitories except that 
it would please by far a greater 
number of clerks—that is, the 
clerks would have a small room or 
two, with bath, . kitchenette, &c., 
which would mean a real home. 
They would no longer be forced to 
submit to the boarding house table, 
nor would they be forced to listen 
to the noise and clatter of the cafe- 
teria—they would at least get 
enough to eat. 

If there is objection enough to 
overrule the proposed scheme, Mr. 
Philanthropist, I believe every: gov- 
ernment clerk would gladly pay 
more than you have in mind for 
your apartments—that is, a fair 
price of $25 or $30 for room and 
bath. Surely these rates eould not 
conflict with the apartment holders 
and real estate people of the city.

Last 
month’s record was nearly 2 per 
cent under that of- August, 1925, 
the only month that ever exceéded 
it. The increase over July was 18 
per cent. Increases in the central 
Western States and in the public 
works and utilities class of con- 
struction were largely responsible 
for last month's high record. 

The most important items in the 
August contract record were: 
$223,292,100, or 37 per cent of all 
construction, for residential build- 
ings; $125,682,900, or 21 per cent, 
for public works and utilities; $81,- 
342,500, or 14 per cent, for com- 
mercial buildings; $68,279,000, or 
11 per cent, for industrial planis, 
and $42,124,000, or 7 per cent, for 
educational buildings. 

New construction ‘started in the 
37 States during the last eight 
months has reached a total of $4,- 
247,808,400, being an increase of 9 
per cent over the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. At the end of July 
the lead over last year was 10 per 
cent.

Many have marveled at the 
growing popularity in Washington 
of the cooperative apartment, espe- 
Clally during the last two or three 
years. Yet it is entirely logical 
that this should be so. 
Convenience and comfort with 
reasonable economy are the major 
demands of' the hour,, and these 
essentials are more nearly realized 
in the cooperative suite than in any 
other type of home yet developed. 
Freedom from personal care and 
worry of maintenance; the utmost 
luxury and refinement at all times; 
the thrifty satisfaction of owner- 
ship and lowest possible living 
costs—these have come to be gener- 
ally recognized as cooperative 
apartment attributes. 

Analyze the character of our 
citizens in the National Capital. 
You will find a large number of 
them men and women engaged in 
the administration of the nation’s 
affairs, either through the Federal 
government or the many business 
organizations of country-wide scope 
that have located their executive 
offices in Washington following 
the war. These persons, together 
with the army and naval officers, 
require and are well able to afford 
comfortable modern homes; yet 
the very nature of their duties 
leaves them little or no time to 
worry over the upkeep of a large 
house. For sypeh, the cooperative 
apartment has become a real solu- 
tion of a serious problem.

HE question of just where to 
T build the stairs is one of the 

most harassing that the small 
house architect is compelled to de- 
cide. Every inch of space in the 
smalb dwelling is at a premium, and 
for that reason the space allotted to 
the stairway must be the least pos- 
sible and that which is least useful 
for some other purpose. 

The stairway in the drawing 
above fits into the contour made 
by the long overhanging roof meet- 
ing the side wall of the house.

A detailed local code of ethics for 
subdividers which constitutes one 
af the most advanced steps yet 
taken by a specific local group of 
subdivision specialists to establish 
a high standard of procedure for 
safeguarding the purchaser in the 
development of new residential 
aréas has just been adopted by the 
subdividers’ division of the Chicago 
Real Estate board. The code is an 
amplification, to fit local conditions, 


of the general code for all realtors, 
to which all members of constituent 
boards of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards must sub- 
scribe. 

The division is made up of ap- 
proximately 75 members, represent- 
ing about 60 firms. It is the ex- 
pectation that the subscribers to 
the code will eventually come to in- 
clude évery responsible subdivision 
firm doing business in Chicago. 
Important articles of the new 
Chvcago code are the following: 

Detailed provision to insure pur- 
chaser proper delivery of title of 
his individual lot where,the sub- 
divider does not own the property 
in fee simple. 

Provision to insure completion 
of sidewalks, paving and curbing, 
sewers and other public utilities for 
the subdivision. 

Provision to guard against over- 
statement or misrepresentation in 
advertising. 

Provision against holding out 
misleading expectations to  pur- 
chasers of undeveloped areas out- 
side city limits. 

It is recommended that the fol- 
lowing terse statement be inserted 
in italic type in all advertisements: 

*‘All statements made in this ad- 
vertisement may be considered by 
purchasers of the above advertised 
property as part of their sales con- 
tract from the owners.”’ 

‘Where property is sold with im- 
provements and where payments 
are made on a subdivision to a trust 
or where property is 
owned in fee by the subdivider, a 
fund shall be set aside for improve- 
ments, of such a size as to enable 
the completion of an improvement 
program within two years follow- 
ing date of contract, this time con- 
tingent only upon strikes and such 
other unavoidable delay as may be 
beyond the control of the subdi- 
vider,’’ Article VIII of the code 
specifies. “‘Where © improvements 
are included in the price of the ‘lot 
they should be started within three 
months of the date of the contract 
of sale and completed within two 
years thereafter. Where improve- 
ments are not included in the price, 
but are promised by special assess- 
ment, special assessment proceed-

‘‘Where subdivisions are sold‘ on 
time payments on installment con- 
tracts and*the seller has not the fee 
simple title, free from encum- 
brance, property should be placed 
in trust in some reliable trust com- 
pany * * **eunless, the title being 
held in fee simple, subject only toa 
moderate encumbrance, the trustee 
in’ the trust deed agrees in writing 
to the subdivision and said encum- 
brafce has express provision for 
the release of individual lots in an 
amount not exceeding 50 per cent 
of the selling cost of the lot; in 
such case said lot must be released 
from said blanket mortgage before 
one-half of the purchase price has 
been paid. 

“Unless the above rule is com- 
plied with title should be owned in 
fee simple when time payments are 
asked. 

“‘Where lots are sold in a subdi- 
vision either in one payment or on 
installment contracts, where there 
is a blanket mortgage, such blanket 
mortgage must contain a release 
clause permitting the release of

As to completion of promised 
public utilities the code specifies: 

‘Where property is sold upon 
representation that sidewalks, pav- 
ing and curbing, sewers or other 
utilities will be furnished, either 

‘“‘(a) An adequate bond shall be 
required that such improvements to 
the extent advertised, or represent- 
ed, will be made, or 

“(b) The property must not only 
be owned in fee simple, but free and 
clear of indebtedness, or 

‘“‘(c) A fund shall be set aside 
which shall be sufficient, with the 
addition of the subdivider’s first 
payment on the property, to carry 
out the improvements program in 
accordance with the further provi- 
sion made in Article VIII.”’ 

Misleading or exaggerated adver- 
tising is provided against in the fol- 
lowing articles making the board 
of governors of the division the 
judge of the ethical quality of a 
member’s representations: 

‘No promises should be made 
that can not be fulfilled, or ex- 
aggerated statements made based 
upon the contingency of time or 
developments in the neighborhood, 
or predicated upon what has been 
done nearby, in such a way as to 
mislead the public. _No.member 
of the subdividers’ division of the 
Chicago Real Estate board should 
carry advertising of the class or 
character which in the judgment of 


sidered misrepresentation, 
shall not be used. 

“No advertising should be ap- 
proved which uses State or national 
laws, or proposed public improve- 
ments, or other facts of a public 
nature, in such a Manner as to 
allow the reader to draw erroneous 
or ambiguous inference.’’ 

Provision against ambiguity or 
misrepresentation in the sale of 
property outside of the corporate 
limits of cities‘ is made in the fol- 
lowing article: 

“Property divided into lots and 
located beyond and not adjoining 
the limits of an organized com- 
munity, must be sold as ‘unde- 
veloped’ property, and no promise 
of improvements given upon ex- 
pectation of eventual annexation tod 
the nearby community. Private 
improvement programs in develop- 
ments remotely removed from an 
organized community must be so 
described in the advertising of the 
property, and guaranteed by suit- 
able trust fund deposits for the 
protection of lot buyers. 

Transportation facilities de- 
scribed by. word-or illustrated in 
advertisements, must be specifically 
explained as either operating, un- 
der construction, or proposed, and 
in the last case, the proposal must 
be substantiated by evidence of 
source.’”’

Basle, Switzerland, Sept. 11 (By 
A. P.).—Expenditure of $1,800,- 
000,000 will be required before 
one-fourth of the farms in the 
United States can have electric 
light and power service. 

This estimate was contained in 


the paper prepared by Dr. E. A. 
White, of Chicago, director of the 
committee on the relation of elec- 
tricity to agriculture, read here to- 
day, at the world power confer- 
ence. 

‘Some conception of the magni- 
tude of the undertaking to make 
electric light and power service 
from large generating plants avail- 
&ble to any significant per cent of 
the §,371,617 farms of the United 
States,’’ Dr. White’s paper said, 
‘‘may be obtained by employing a 
financial yardstick.”’ 


Many Farms Benefit. 


“It is conservatively estimated 
that present transmission and dis- 
tribution systems bring electrical 
service within reasonable distance 
of 1%00,000 farms. This is slight- 
ly under one-fourth of the total. 
Allowing a minimum average cost 
of $1,500 per mile of distribution 
line and assuming that the density 
of customers will be three farms 
per mile, this represents an invest- 
ment of $600,000,000.”’ 

Dr. White pointed out that the 
making available of electricity to 
farms would not solve the problem, 
as buildings must be wired and 
equipment on farms adapted to 
electricity. 

“It is conservatively estimated,’”’ 
he continued, “that for these pur- 
poses the individual farmer will 
spend ultimately a minimum of 
twice the cost of the distribution 
system required to reach his farm. 
The amount may be greater than 
this, but the figure assumed will 
serve for the present objective.

New York, Sept. 11 (By A. P.). 
Bankers and ‘‘Wall Street Capital- 
ists’’ do not control the labor poli- 
cies of most large corporations, con- 
trary to general opinion, says Sam 
A. Lewisohn, chairman of the 
American Management association 
and vice president of the Miami 
Copper Co. 

Mr. Lewisohn states in his book, 
“The New Leadership in Industry,” 
that the common practice is to leave 
necessary decisions in this regard 
to local managements of plants as 
long as the business is run effi- 
ciently. 

“There is unquestionably a great 
deal of exaggeration on this idea 
of capitalist unity of action,’’ con- 
tinues the volume, published by 
Duttons. ‘‘The people who enter- 
tain this theory have a vision that 
‘Wall street’ makes decisions on all 
questions. The corollary is that if 
‘Wall ‘street’ should = suddenly 
change its views, the executives of 
the plants in the country-at once 
would change theirs. The notion 
makes it appear that the obstacle 
to better labor relations is solely 
that of a small financial oligarchy. 


Left to Local Leaders. 


“However, local production ex- 
ecutives are the determining fac- 
tors in local management. If the 
financial group is interested in any- 
thing, it is profits, and there is no 
surer way of disturbing profits than 
by disturbing the existing mana- 
gerial group who are making these 
profits.”’ 

Mr. Lewisohn illustrates his state- 
ment with the situation of a bank- 
ing group interested in both the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad and the 
Union, Pacific railroad. 

The former, he writes, is pices 
menting in cooperation between 
union committees and managers, 
while 
treat with unions and uses employe 
representations. ; 

“The surest evidence.”’ he con- 
tinues, ‘‘that the attitude of the 
production manager is all-important 
is this: If the group in financial 
control or the major executives are 
more enlightened than 
executives, they are apt to have a 
real yphill job in winning over the 
lesser officials to their way of think- 
ing.”’ 

Concluding that “decentraliza- 
tion is the tendency of the times,” 
Mr. Lewisohn has devoted a large 
portion of his book to an analysis 
of present-day conditions surround- 
ing local management. 

‘It is from the resident man- 
ager,’’ he states, ‘‘that the entire 
atmosphere and spirit that exist at 
a plant spring. He sounds the note 
for the others to follow. If he is 
reactionary, a liberal policy is im- 
possible. Even if he has the will, 
but lacks courage, initiative or so- 
cial ingenuity, a policy of experi- 
menting with newer labor methods 
will not be carried through.”’

WILL WAS MADE nN WRATH 


Dublin.—Nothing so interesting 
in the many struggles between Ire- 
land and England has occurred in 
recent times as the squabble now 
proceeding regarding the possession 
of the Lane pictures. This contro- 
versy differs from all others in that 
it is artistic in its nature and not 
political. This fact, however, does 
not take away from the vigor with 
which it is being waged. 

Sir Hugh Lane, a well-known 
Irishman, was an art collector of 
note. He took a deep interest in 
the artistic future of his country. 
He had high ideals regarding art 
and he wanted to seo Ireland reach 
to the very highest heights. Sir 
Hugh’s career ended when 
Lusitania was torpedoed off 
Irish: coast during the war. 

He was traveling home on 
ill-fated ship after a visit to 
United States. He left behind 
a will in which he thought he had 
satisfactorily disposed of his great 
collection of 39 pictures. It is this 
wi]Jl which is now the subject of 
controversy. 

Before the war Sir Hugh 
offered the pictures to Dublin 
the condition that 
lery be erected for 
dicated the sort of gallery he de- 
sired and the position in which it 
should be placed. His proposal as 
to site evoked a protest’from a cer- 
tain section of the community. This 
section proved to be too strong, and 
so his scheme was defeated.

This 
codicil, however, was never prop- 
erly witnessed. In the cireum- 
stances the law courts had no 
option but to award the pictures to 
London.

ginning October 1. 
COURSE FOR DEGREES 
NOW LIMITED TO 500 


The Rev. Charles W. Lyons 
Wins Favor as President; 
Rush Buildings. 


Unable to provide additional lec- 
ture halls to meet a congestion that 
has become acute, the officials of 
the foreign service school of George- 
town university announced yester- 
day that this problem will be met 
by introducing morning classes at 
the opening of the fall term Octo- 
ber 1. 

The school of law, whose facili- 
ties were taxed to the utmost long 
ago, largely overcame the problem 
in this manner with a result that 
fully 300 students are now enrolled 
in the morning course. Like the 
law school, the new morning classes 
of the foreign service department 
are to start with first year students, 
the course being extended in suc- 
ceeding years. 

The new morning classes, it was 
announced, will run parallel with 
the afternoon and evening courses, 
covering the same matter. In the 
afternoon there will be the usual 
afternoon and evening classes for 
| first year students who prefer those 
| hours. 

With the inauguration of these 
| new classes approximately 75 addi- 
‘tional students will be entered by 
October 1. Rather than face an- 
other year of crowded conditions in 
classrooms the enrollment for the 
afternoon and evening courses lead- 
ing to degrees of bachelor and mas- 
ter of foreign service and doctor 
of philosophy will be limited strictly 
to 500 students. This means a sac- 
rifice to the school, but the offi- 
cials are confident it will make for 
more thoroughness in preparation. 
Several new courses are to be add- 
ed to the curriculum, announcement 
bag which will be made later. 


School Popular. 


| Although founded only eight 
| years ago, the foreign service 
school already is the second largest 
| department in the university, which 
| testifies to the popularity of this 
/new phase of education. It is the 
/only complete department of a uni- 
versity in the world devoted to the 
training of students in foreign 
service. Besides every State in the 
Union, its enrollment was drawn 
last year from twenty foreign coun- 
tries. This representation, it was 
said, will be maintained during the 
new term. Graduates of the school 
are holding positions either in the 
foreign service of the United States 
or as representatives of commercial 
firms in more than 30 foreign 
countries throughout the world. 
With the opening of the after- 
noon law classes next Wednesday, 
followed by the morning classes 
September 22, the legal department 
will be in full swing. The medical 
and dental departments open Sep- 
tember 27. Progress is being made 
in the selection of a new faculty 
for the school of dentistry and its 
personnel is to be announced short- 
ly before the opening of the term. 
A great deal of satisfaction has 
been expressed in local alumni 
circles over the progress of the uni- 
versity during the first two years 
of the presidency of the Rev. 
Charles W. Lyons, S. J. Not only

SUMMER LAW CLASSES 
' TO END TESTS TUESDAY 


President William M. Lewis 
Will Return This Week to 
Resume Duties. 


George Washington university 
will open its doors in all depart- 
ments to some 6,000 students on 
September 27, starting the aca- 


demic year. Registration will be- 
gin on Wednesday in the university 
gymnasium on H street, near Twen- 
tieth. From present indications 
the institution will enjoy one of 
its most successful years. 

Last week the George Washing- 
ton university law school held final 
examinations in the summer school 
sessions which were largely attend- 
ed. The two sessions of six weeks 
were concluded Saturday, but the 
final examinations will be cleaned 
up on Tuesday when the session 
formally ends. 

The law school, according to 
present early registrations, will be 
larger than last year. This is the 
third year in succession that the 
two-year academic requirement has 
been put into effect for first ‘year 
law school students... Despite these 
requirements the school has grown 
steadily in numbers. 

Dean William C. Van Vleck ex- 
pects a most succesful year. He is 
basing his prediction upon the early 
interest shown in work for the 
coming year. Plans are in the 
making for the annual opening day 
celebration. It is expected that 
President William Mather Lewis, 
members of the board of trustees 
and members of the faculty wil 
talk at the usual ‘‘Shouse-warming”’ 
evening, a feature of the opening 
of the institution for many years. 
Plans will be announced later. 


New Law Professor. 


During the summer the law 
school was notified that its petition 
to have a chapter of the Order of 
the Coif had been accepted. The 
installation of the Order of the 
Coif by national officers will be 
held early this fall. Elaborate 


preparations are under way for the 


occasion. 

William Thomas Fryer has been 
appointed assistant professor of law, 
according to an announcement made 
last spring. He is a graduate of 
G. W. U., both in the department of 
arts and sciences and the law school. 
He is a graduate of Yale law 
school. Prof. Fryer has practiced 
in Baltimore, Md., and will give 
courses on evidence, common law, 
actions and agencies and mortgages. 

It is announced that the course 
started last year in taxation under 
Prof. Charles S. Collier will be con- 
tinued as a regular course in the 
law school curriculum. 

Dean Van Vieck is expecting to 
attend the conference of advisers on 
conflicting laws of the American 
Law Institute which will be held at 
Cambridge, Mass., on the date of 
September 22, to continue three 
days.

Dr. Lewis to Return.

The university will put 
the so-called ‘“‘freshman rule” into 
effect next fall so that this Septem- 
ber is the last that freshmen are 
eligible for the varsity. Those first- 
year men making the football squad 
of the varsity this fall will be car- 
ried all year. 

Later the freshmen failing to 

prove of varsity material will be 
taken over by Coach Carl Davis and 
played through a regular freshman 
schedule, The George Washington 
men are living at College Park and 
are going through two strenuous 
sessions each day.

UIIIPPEWAS MAKE LAST 
OTAND BEFORE INVADERS 


“Lost Band” Is Pressed for 
Hunting Grounds as Tour- 
ists Buy Up Land. 


WANT OWN RESERVATION 


Danbusy, Wis., Sept. 11 (By A. 
P.).—The last and final attack of 
their ancient enemies, the white 
people, threatens to overwhelm a 
Valiant handful of Chippewa In- 
dians, named “The Lost Band” 
which has hunted and fished on the 
headwaters of the St. Croix river, 
for half a century or more. 

Their hunting grounds are being 
usurped by peaceful tourists and 
summer resorters from Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Nebraska, and the 
indians numbering 250 adults and 
their children are practically -with- 
out a home. 

After their refusal a half century 
ago to settle on the shores of Court 
Oreilles, with several] other tribes, 
which had been allotted land on 
the lake, the band wandered 
through the country around the 
headwaters of the St. Croix river 
hunting and fishing for a living. 

Having a strong tribal. organiza- 
tion and distinct traditions, these 
Chippewas asked for a reservation 
of their own, apart’: from other 
tribes. Being refused this, they ap- 
propriated the whole region for 
their use. Their wandering habits 
caused the name ‘‘The Lost Band’”’ 
to be attached to them, 

Since the civil war, they have 
been moving argund the territory 
which on early maps was named 
‘‘Moskeeto Country” because of the 
dense swarms of mosquitoes lurk- 
ing in and around the lakes and 
swamps. 

Of late years tourists and sum- 
mer resorters have been buying the 
lake frontage and land along the 
St. Croix river, and “The Lost 
Band” is becoming restricted io 
less desirable camping grounds. 
Where once they were free to roam 
the forests and plains of all parts 
of the territory, they are no longer 
welcome in many of the settled por- 
tions. 

At a Victory celebration in 1919, 
chiefs of the tribe petitioned the 
late Gov. ‘Emanuel L. Philipp for a 
reservation of their own. The gov- 
ernor who attended the celebration 
listened to their plea and took some 
steps to furnish them with lands. 
The project was never completed, 
however, and the band is yearly 
becoming pressed for hunting 
grounds. They are practically un- 
able to take up agriculture, having 
no permanent lands.

London, Sept. 11 (By A. P.).—Not 
only has bobbed hair become popu- 
lar in China but many. girls are 
Eton cropped, Miss Qui Sing Wong, 
a young Chinese woman who is 
studying hairdressing here, told 
radio Hsteners.

HOUSEWIVES ASK COURSE 


The Lewis Hotel Training schools 
today celebrated the first anniver- 
sary of their removal to new quar- 


ters at Washington circle and Twen- 
ty-third street. Officials of the in- 
stitution have been congratulated 
on the success of the schools by 
friends in many parts of the United 
States, 

Expressing their delight at the 
intense interest shown by Wash- 
ingtonians in the schools, mem- 
bers of the faculty point with pride 
to the tremendous growth both in 
the development of the institutions 
and their gradual expansion in 
other sections of the country. 
Originally the Lewis school taught 
by correspondence only. It was es- 
tablished aS a correspondence 
school in 1916. Gradually the need 
of resident training was made evi- 
dent, so that in 1920 the first resi- 
dent class was formed. 

Each day scores of Washington 
housewives call at the school with 
their housekeeping troubles, many 
asking that a short course in 
modern home cooking be included 
in the curriculum. The need of 
this has become so eviden* that>al- 
ready the addition of two or three 
stories is contemplated to take care 
of this growing necessity. One of 
the most unusual features is that 
of catering to business and social 
clubs throughout the city. Banquet 
tables are set up and the entire 
meal is planned, cooked and served 
by students. 

In Washington alone, according 
to statistics, there are from one to 
ten Lewis school graduates in every 
hotel. Each: mail brings in re- 
quests for Lewis students to serve 
as hotel managers, stewards, house- 
keepers and so on down the list. 
Announcement is made that on 
September 17 the new fall classes 
begin, giving thorough instruction 
in hotel management, tea room, 
cafeteria, restaurant training and 
notel accountancy.

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VENEZUELA CLEARS 


VAST DEBT BURDEN 
~ FINDS: PROSPERITY 


Treasury Surplus Replaces 

Deficit Which Disturbed Re- 
public for Many Years. 

EMPLOYMENT AVAILABLE 
TO ALL KINDS OF LABOR 


Gomez Administration Has 
Rehabilitated Finances While 
Pushing Development. 


———

Progress, with its boon compan- 
fons, peace and prosperity, is work- 


ing wonders in the leading Central | 
and South American republics with 


the result that in every way, every 
day, there is a better understanding 
and a more unity of association and 
g00d will between these countries 
and the United States. 

There is a great deal of satisfac- 
tion in this change of sentiment to- 
ward the United States, especially 
as the pendulum has swung away 
from the peak of good will and 
high respect with which America 
was acclaimed after the world war 
by European countries. This low 
ebb of European favor is more than 
compensated and counteracted by 
the better relations that are now 
existing between the United States 
and other republics of the western 
hemisphere; an ideal condition, 
for a perfect unity and understand- 
ing of the nations of the two Amer- 
icas spells the safety and peace of 
all. 

The most striking example of 
reversal of misunderstanding of the 
past to a perfect understanding and 
peaceful cooperation and _  inter- 
course of the present is Venezuela. 
Venezuela today is a different Vene- 
zuela to that known to Theodore 
Roosevelt, when as President, in 
1902, holding up the Monroe doc- 
trine, he drove back Germany that 
was attempting to take over the 
financial control of the country to 
settle the claims of European 
creditors. 


Heavy Venezuelan Debt. 


“The United States will not con- 
sent to converting Venezuela into a 
new Egypt,”’ was the typical Roose- 
veltian declaration of the then Pres- 
ident, and. that ended the German 
attempt. 

At that time the South American 
country was smothered under an 
indebtedness of more than 2560,000,- 
000 bolivares, 50,000,000 of Amer- 
ican dollars, a crushing financial 
load for that republic. Since that 
year, and especially since 1910, 
when Gen. Gomez became president 
and head of the government, Vene- 
zuela has forged ahead. And to- 
day Venezuela occupies a unique 
{position in the financial history of 
the nations of the world. It is a 
nation that is financially solvent. 

The national debt of Venezuela 
today is now less than 560,000,000 
bolivares. For 17 years, without 
contracting a new debt, the obliga- 
tions of 1902 have been consistently 
whittled down. Today the country 
could wipe out all of its indebted- 
ness and run its governmental 
machinery for the next fourteen 
months without receiving 1 cent 
of revenue, owing to the surplus of 
gold and silver accumulated in the 
national treasury. 


Has No Unemployment. 


This great financial victory has 
not been gained by a cheese paring 
national administration. It has 
been gained even though there has 


been great development in road 
building, in cattle raising, in 
petroleum development. It was 
gained, however, by sound and wise 
governmental activities, by con- 
servative administration and_ the 
successful efforts of the government 
to find useful and gainful occupa- 
tion for évery Venezuelan. 


Along with its singular and ont-| 
standing record of being solvent 
there is also this proud record that 
makes the .people of Venezuela 
immensely and righteously proud 
of their country. There is no one 
out of employment. There jobs 
are constantly seeking workers. 
This progress has brought peace 
and contentment and general pros- 
perity. The day of the revolutionist 
for Venezuela has past. There are 
no discontented or poor classes to 
be appealed to. 

The professional soldier of for- 
tune, who long played his role in 
Central and South America, is out 
of work, as‘he can find no one to 
rally to the banners of revolution. 
Venezuelans are content. Their at- 
titude is one of loyalty to their 
country and with it there is an ever- 
increasing evidence of a_ broad 
friendship and a feeling of good- 
fellowship to the big sister republic 
to the north of them, the United 
States of America. 


Work of President Gomez. 


The dynamic force that has 
brought this great change for the 
good to the country and to the 
people is President Gomez. One has 
to wonder what kind of a man is 
President Gomez and how he could 
transform his country as he has. In 
a period of little more than 17 years 
raising a people and a nation from 
poverty to affluence is a _ proud 
achievement. Gomez was elevated 
to the presidency on the downfall of 
the Castro government. He was 
vice president and military chief 
under Castro. 

Gen. Gomez was the counter- 
weight to the Castro policy of im- 
prudence and injustice. It was in 
1908 that serious troubles over 
debts, particularly with Holland, 
focused attention on the adminis- 
tration of Venezuelan affairs. Presi- 
dent Castro departed for Europe. 


His absence made the situation with 
European creditors more. tense. 
Meanwhile Holland was ce 
the port of La Guira and had chal- 
lenged the Venezuelan coast guard 
squadron. The better element of 
the business men and leaders sought 
a solution of their national trou- 
bles. A big patriotic meeting took 
place in Caracas and the assemblage 
brought out the general popularity 
cf Gomez and a demand that he 
take over the government. Gomez 
refused to follow the suggestion. 


Attempt Made on Life. 


Then the political friends of Cas- 
tro, sensing that Gomez was the big, 
strong man and that their departed 
chief was lost politically if Gomez 
remained, attempted to take the life 
of Gomez. This attempt reacted 
still further to increase the popular 
favor of Gomez. About this time 
the supreme court. suspended Castro 
from his legal duties and Gen. 
Gomez became the chief executive. 
Since then he has put in practice as 
rules of government what had been 
only exceptions in the administra- 
tion of Castro. He sought only 
wise, patriotic counselors, brought 
order and economy in to the pub- 
lic administration and treasury and 
established a slogan for Venezuelan. 
This slogan is ‘‘peace and work,”’ 
Naturally, in the course of years, 
time has done the rest and the suc- 
cess of his administration has kept 
him on as the chief executive.

N a few weeks the formal con- 
I cert season in Washington will 

open. Judging from advance 
information, world-known artists 
will be heard here in 1926-1927, 
including several who never before 
have honored the Capital with their 
presence. 

The efforts of the local impres- 
sarios deserve the consistent sup- 
port of local musite lovers. The 
concert managers of the city, with- 
out exception, are devoted to the 
cause of good music and often, it is 
said, present new artists at con- 
siderable financial risk. 

One thing is certain, Washing- 
ton will never become the musical 
‘center of America until the music 
lovers of the city give adequate 
Support to the musical ventures 
whijeh have their inception here. 

New York is in the midst of a 
controversy over the alleged. capri- 
cious treatment by the muaical 
critics of the city toward orches- 
tral conductors. The reviewers on 
metropolitan journals are the di- 
rect objects of attack. | 

Well, they are used to criticism, 
in several meanings of the word. 

It is a ‘hard task to estimate truly 

the first few performances of a new 
conductor. Orchestral music is a 
fine art in itself and one- must be 
born, not educated, to its service. 
. There has been no announcement, 
as yet, of any concerts planned by 
the newly organized Washington 
Symphony orchestra, whose one per- 
formance last spring was most 
creditable. It is to be hoped that 
ways and means will be found to 
finance the organization, which is 
certainly needed to round out the 
musical resources of the city.

The spirit with which 
the town followed up this destruc- | 
tion has proved a godsend instead 
of a disaster. | 

Before the ‘‘quake,’’ as they say, 
here, there had started a move- 
ment for the improvement of the 
town by building in a harmonious 
stvle adapted to the environment 
and the past which had all the ele- 
ments of picturesqueness. There 
was the nucleus of the old De. la 
(i‘uerra house, where lived the 
family ‘of that name in the days 
when the Spaniards roamed the 
lovely ‘hills, built in the old Spanish 
style of bricks made of adobe and 


covered with a coating of cement. > 


This acted as an incentive to the 
citizens, a few of whom -were deter- | 
mined to preserve the old buildings | 
and build new ones in harmony with 
the excellent lines and surfaces of 
the first Spanish builders. 

Then was formed the Community 
Arts association and the influence | 
of its president, Mr. Bernard Hoff- | 
man, who is the chairman of the 
plans and planting committee, has 
heen dynamic in the effects tnat 
have been obtained. 


This Community Arts association 
had an interesting beginning. It 
was as a dramatic movement that 
the work really began. There is a

This plan was adopted and the 
builders urged to build so as to 
withstand future quakes, which 
meant to build in the way that the 
buildings which had withstood the 
shock were built, which were 
mostly buildings of the old Span- 
ish design. If any should refuse, 
there was a consideration by archi- 
tectural board of review and a re- 
consideration of the plans. 

The result is that there is a re- 
constructed city which is a delight 
to the eye and an object lesson to 
all cities that are interested in 
civic progress.

THE ADVANCING SOUTH. By Ed- 
win Mims. (Doubleday Page & 
Co., New York.) 


In this story of progress and re- 
action, the author has delved into 
the motives and ‘ogress of indi- 
viduals, inStitutions and organiza- 
tions that are now carrying on to- 
ward the achievement of Southern 
States, 

Nothing more important and sig- 
nificant, he points out, is happen- 
ing in the country today or even in 
the world than the rise to power 
and influence of constantly enlarg- 
ing groups of liberal leaders who 
are fighting against conservatism, 
the sensitiveness of criticism and 
the lack of freedom that havq, he 
considers, too long impeded South- 
ern progress. 

He dwells on the disasters, which 
he considers have come to the South 
as well as elsewhere by failure to 
discriminate between freedom and 
license, progressivism and radical- 
fam, vital tradition and traditional- 
ism, sentiment and sentimentalism, 
science, that is irrelevent and intol- 
erant, and science that is the basis 
of a larger and more vital faith. 

As an example, Mr. Mims recalls 
the recent controversy betWeen the 
late William Jennings Bryan and 
Clarence Darrow, declaring that it 
is unfortunate that so many people 
follow Mr. Bryan in making an ir- 
responsgibile conflict between evolu- 
tion and Christianity, and that it 
is equally unfortunate that Mr.

The author, who is the head of 
one of the great British publishing 
houses, writes for employes, em- 
ployers, and the general public, 
and advances solutions for the 
problems of industrial relations. 

He discusses the right to strike; 
the relation to politics, to socialism, 
the real task of the labor union, 
militarism in the industrial sphere, 
what caused England’s’ general 
strike, increasing wages and short- 
ening hours, and how poverty can 
best be made to disappear. The 
interesting chapters are on the re- 
cent general strike and what 
brought it about.

WILSON’S OFFICIAL PAPERS 


DEMOCRACY” 


V ALUABLE HISTORIC RECORD 


HE American public, which is 
waiting with some impatience 
for the letters of Woodrow 
Wilson to clarify some of the mis- 
understandings about his career 
which have arisen through the 
House “‘Intimate Papers’’ and state- 
ments of other self-appointed biog- 
raphers of the Wilson e6ra, will not 
find much new material in ‘‘The 
New Democracy,” edited by Ray 
Stannard Baker and William E. 
Dodd (Harper & Bros., publishers, 
New York). 

These are the public papers of 
Woodrow Wilson and the matter 
they contain are well-known presi- 
dential messages, addresses and 
other papers embracing the period 
from 1913-1917. There is no dis- 
counting the ‘lasting importance of 
these papers and the editors have 
done a most valuable service in pre- 
senting them in such accurate and 
complete form. As Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson writes in her indorsement of 
the volumes: “This is the only au- 
thorized edition of Mr. Wilson’s 
public uttérances.”’ She continues: 
“T have asked the editors to present 
them in a form to make them of the 
utmost permanent value to the gen- 
eral reading public as well as to 
historians and students of govern- 
ment.’’ - 

The literary lucidity and beauty 
of President Wilson’s style gleam 
through every page. Not since Jef- 
ferson has there been a President 
whose words were s0 golden on 
paper. Jast to read the volumes of 
“The New Democracy’”’ is for the 
discerning a short course in ad- 
vanced English. Woodrow Wilson 
had the rare gift of discrimination, 
absolute, never-failing discrimina- 
tion in the choice of words. He 
made words his master and perhaps 
in this concession to the literary in- 
stinct within him may. be traced 
some of the mistakes of his public 
career. 


Cover Anxious Period. 


The editors have done well in 
that they have let the President’s 
words speak for themselves, save 
for a brief introduction to the first 
volume. The period the papers 
cover was one of great national 
stress, of Violent prejudices ‘an 
anxious time for anxious souls.’”’ 
They state in the introduction that 
“Wilson’s words in speech and

record,”’ 

That within the innv¢ éircle of 
the Wilson literary and _ other 
executors may be a tinge of bitter- 
ness at what amounts in the minds 
of many a betrayal of confidence in 
“The Intimate Papers of Col. House’”’ 
is to be gathered from a significant 
paragraph to the introduction to 
“The New Demorcacy.” * * *#% 
There one feels the spirit and 
solemn tone of the new leader. An 
honest, brooding; prophetic spirit 
elevated in that fateful year to the 
highest position to which one can 
be elevated in the United States, a 
leader resolute of will and. moved 
by a passion that now and then 
led him close to the abyss of blun- 
der. Such a man communicates 
himself to friend and foe. Washing- 
ton was full of the ‘schoolmaster’ 
as he often termed himself; and 
Washington talked day and night 
of the ‘secluded’ man in the White 
House, although of this seclusion 
one may not be certain after the 
revelations of Col. Edward M. 
House, strange revelations, above 
all, for the author.”’ 
Alas, we must wait still longer 
for the letters of Woodrow Wilson 
to Col. House to be laid side by 
side for comparison with .those 
epistles of House to Wilson. To 
date we have been deprived of the 
opportunity of knowing whether 
House was ‘‘My dear Colonel” to 
President Wilson just as the Presi- 
dent was ‘“‘My dear Governor’ to 


the Texan, even after he had won 
the more majestic title of Presi- 
dent. 


Biography Promised. 


Mr. Baker has promised us the 
official biography of the late Presi- 
dent in the near future. When 
this is published and the six vol- 
umes of the public papers of Wood- 
row Wilson, of which the: new 
democracy is a part, are in the 
enduring form of printed works 
and the private correspondence in 
part, at least, has been made pub- 
lic, then and then only will we 
have an authoritative and clear 
picture of the public career, only 
about a decade in length of this 
war President. ' 

It must be remembered that the 
public papers of Woodrow Wilson 
from 1913-1917 were written and 
issued and spoken at a time when 
the world hung on his words. The 
new democracy forms a fine basis 
on which to compare the evidence 
of the group of Wilson explainers 
and contemporaries. 

Some one has well said in a pre- 
vious review of “The New Democra- 
cy” that “if, however. Mr. Wilson's 
words wear well against the attri- 
lion of time, it is not simply be- 
cause of his presidential status. It 
is because, from time to time, he 
said things so well that they will 
never be better said. Style is the 
salt that savors speech and pre- 


serves it against decay.” Tha 
indeed, true. : dus 


Yet eloquence and styje and ora- 
tory sometimes betray 4 man and 
now and then they did Woodrow 
Wilson. Witness his ‘‘too proud te 
fight.”” Read with its context one 
gathers quite a different idea of its 
meaning. Singled out, it won many 
foes for its author. 

Infinite pains were taken by the 
editors to obtain the material for 
the volumes from original sources 
They state that “Wilson left no or- 
dered collection of hig public pa- 
pers. This applies both to the orig- 
inals from which he spoke or read | 
and to the documents when once 
published. It was a curious trait in 
& man of such keen appreciation of 
the meaning of Oratory, such a 
sense of historical material. 


Success Meant All. 


There seems to have been a feel- 
ing on his part that only objectives, -~ 
success in his undertakings, 
amounted to much. This habit of 
indifference or neglect, or perhaps, 
press of duty, has given the editors 
not a little trouble. 
| “In the archives of the White 
|House, in the official records of 
both houses of Congress, in the 
| Magazines, and in the daily news- 
papers: we have searched for orig- 
inals, for copies, mimeographed or 
printed, and for official and widely 
circulated documents. In this 
search a great mass of ‘copy’ has 
been found, enough to double the 
number of pages here published. 
But as so much of this material rep- 
resented repetitions of modified 
forms of the same appeals we have 
selected that which expressed the 
President’s ideas and have endeavy- 
ored always to include everything 
of importance, particularly those 
speeches and addresses which show 
the evolution of his ideas and pro- 
grams. We have been at pains to 
read these documents back to the 
original sources as far as possible, 
this being the more necessary be- 
cause of the earlier collections of 
Mr. Wilson's addresses, taken 
hastily from newspapers or other 
uncertain sources, have proved in- 
accurate and undependable.”’ 

The New Democracy is a work 
that no serious student of American 
history of the period that included 
the public service of Woodrow Wil- 
son can afford to be without. States- 
men, men of letters and admirers 
of this President will also rejoice 
that his state papers and addresses 
have been arranged in this readable 
form.

In the much younger United 
States there are probably not a 
dozen communities whieh have been 
as concerned about stream pollution 
as this cathedral town, the history 
of which goes back to the time when 
nothing was known of sanitary sci- 
ence. 

One of our largest States is said 
e less than three unspoiled 
These are small and re- 
mote. The rule in’ America has 
been to get rid of wastes as quickly 
and conveniently as possible, and 
to the devil with the consequences.

Same rivers 
carry a vast load of factory by-prod- 
ucts. 

The second largest city in the 
country changed the direction of a 
small river from north to south in 
order to save its source of drinking 
water from utter contamination. 
But in doing so it sent a flood of noi- 
some waters down the length of its 
State. We think of ourselves as 
more cleanly than were our grand- 
fathers. But we have merely taken 
away dirt from our neighborhood 
and inflicted it on other folk. 

This heedlessness is ceasing. Yet 
a huge amount of work lies before 
American cities before they will 
have restored to cleanliness rivers 
and lakes and creeks which never 
should have been polluted to begin 
with. The English ‘town of Win- 
chester shows that a cammunity 
does not have to use its running 
brooks as a means for the disposal 
of wastes. 


Free Bathing and Shaves — 
Are Planned for Jobless 


Jobless men who can keep a clean 
and respectable appearance have 
better chances to get work. A 
movement has been started in New 
York city to open public stations 
where such men may wash, bathe 
and shave without cost. This new 
angle of philanthropic endeavor is 
the project of a group of public- 
spirited women. It is worthy of 
consideration in any large city hav- 
ing a serious unemployment prob- 
lem. 

Actording to a recent issue of 
the New York Times, this idea 
started from the published expe- 
riences of one of the self-styled 
“park bench bums.’’ He had been 
a@ respected and respectable citizen. 
He told of three days’ continuous 
and fruitless job hunting, without

issued a bulletin on June 30, 1924, 
of which the following very prac- 
tical suggestions are a part. 

In this matter, just as in any 
other, trained professional service 
is the most economical in the end. 
Therefore, it is recommended that 
a reputable, established heating 
contractor be employed to examine 
the equipment and do the neces- 
sary work. 


Boilers Need. Draining. 


1. Drain boilers and wash out 
all sediment and refill immediately 
with fresh water up to proper heat- 
ing level. 

2. Take down smoke pipe to 
chimney and clean out thoroughly. 
Examine condition of all dampers 
and oil all working parts to prevent 
rusting. 

8. Have chimney cleared of all 
soot and dirt and carefully exam- 
ined as to flue linings and any 


carefully and securely. 

4. On a steam or hot water 
plant any automatic controlling de- 
vices, including all piping connec- 
tions, should be carefully exam- 
ined and cleaned and all metal 
working parts properly adjusted 
and lubricated. 

5. Examine all stuffing boxes on 
all valves and repack if necessary. 
Examine and adjust air valves. See 
that blow-off cock is securely tight. 
6. Build fire, test out every part 
of the equipment under working 
conditions. 

7. Entirely remove all ashes, dust 
and soot from inside and outside of 
boiler, including flues, tubes and 
smoke passages; also ash pit and 
fire box. 

8. Fill fire box heaping full with 
fresh lump lime to absorb moisture 
and retard rusting. 

9. Go over all doors, frames and 
other exposed iron work with an 
oily rag. Oil all hinges and leave 
all doors standing wide open.

10. Consider carefully the econ- 
omy of boiler sheathing and pipe 


covering to prevent wasteful losses 
of heat.

CIENCE has found out that mos- 
quitoes actually do prefer blondes. 
There is something about the 

aroma given off by the skin of a fair 
complexioned woman or some peculiar 
flavor in her blood that makes the in- 
sects bite her whenever they get the 
chance in preference to her brunette 
sisters. 

But as to whether gentlemen show 
the same preference for blondes as some 
authorities would have us _ believe, 
neither science nor art nor the observa- 
tion of the ordinary individual can say 
positively. 

The question whether dark or light 
women have the greater appeal for men 
is one that has probably been debated 
ever since the human race become in- 
telligent enough to distinguish the dif- 
ference between blondes and brunettes. 
Today, with all our wealth of scientific 
and historical knowledge, it seems no 
nearer to being settled than it was in 
those far-off days when primitive men 
argued about it in their caves. 


This ages-old problem was lifted into 
new prominence the other day when a 
leading theatrical producer, a man who 
is supposed to be one of the outstanding 
experts in judging feminine beauty, 
slangily declared that “brunettes have it 
on the blondes six ways from the ace.” 
When Mr. Ziegfeld made this sweeping 
statement it aroused a storm of indig- 
nant protests not only from the numer- 
ous golden haired beauties in his chorus 
but also from many male connoisseurs 
who do not share this poor opinion of 
the attractiveness of the fair woman. 


But along with the protests came. 


many enthusiastic endorsements of Mr. 
Ziegfeld’s ruling—enough to show that 
the mcdern world is pretty evenly di- 
vided on the question of whether 
blondes or brunettes possess the greater 
lure for men. 


Mack Sennett, the movie director who 
; has hired enough beauties of all types 
to qualify as an expert concerning their 
relative merits, is one of those who dis- 
agree most decidedly with Mr. Ziegfeld. 
“Brunettes come and go,” says Mr. 
Sennett, “but blondes go on forever. 
The blonde has always been and will 
forever be the exquisite, the one per- 
fect type of womanhood, because her 
shining beauty makes her the embodi- 
ment of youth.”

statement of a famous French beauty 
specialist, Dr. Henri Lecour. 

“IT do not undertake to say which is 
the more beautiful, the blonde or the 
brunette,” says Dr. Lecour. “It is, in 
my opinion, a matter of individual taste 
and I think it quite riditulous for any- 
body to say that the majority of men 
prefer either one type or the other. 

“But of one thing I am positive—that 
the brunette as a rule is able to preserve 
her youthful charm many years longer 
than the blonde. There is something 
about the pigmentation of the skin of 
the fair woman which seems to make it 
fall an easier prey to the wrinkles, flab- 
biness and other signs of advancing 
age.” 

Scholars tell us: that a study of the 
most fascinating women of history 
seems to indicate that the blondes have 
had rather the best of it through the 
centuries. Although no actual figures 
have been compiled to show the propor- 
tion of blondes to brunettes among the 
most fascinating women of the past, 
there is little doubt that historians, 
poets and artists represent a preponder- 
ance of them as women fair of skin and 
light of eye and hair. 


We must not forget, however, that in 
the case of many of the charming women 
who have actually made history through 
the influence of their beauty, we have 
no evidence to prove what they really 
looked like. The statement that they 
were blonde or brunette is often mere 
guess work on the part of the historian. 
Roets and artists describe them as be- 


ing of one type or the other in accord- 
ance with their own personal prefer- ° 


ences. 

It is said that one reason why poets 
are so fond of blonde heroines is the 
fact that the words used to describe 
them such as “golden,’’ “fair,” etc., are 
more poetic in sound than the words 


commonly used to describe the brunette. | 


The poets are one 
class of gentlemen 
who plainly have 
shown a decided pref- 
erence for blondes.

will be confronted 
with a great many 
instances where 
the poet has _ glorified 
golden-haired, blue-eyed 
women, but you will have 
to search long and far be- 
fore you find even one trib- 
ute to the brunette. 
Tennyson was a poet who was par- 
ticularly fond of blondes. Maud, as 
poetry lovers will remember, is describ- 
ed as a blonde so radiant that she could 
“shine out to flowers and be their sun.” 
Tennyson’s immortal Elaine was “the 
fair, the beautiful one,” and so. were 
most of the other women who figure 
with her in the “Idylls of the King.” 
Shakespeare describes Portia, the 
heroine of “The Merchant of Venice,” 
as a woman whose “sunny locks hang on 
her temple like a golden fleece.” He 
makes the heroine of “Romeo and 
Juliet” a blonde. And yet lovers of the 
theater say that the stage has seldom, 
if ever known a more entrancing Juliet 
than when the role was played by Jane 
Cowl, famous for her jet black hair and 
dark eyes. 


‘In the case of a number of his hero- 
ines Shakespeare dodges the issue, man- 
aging to find a way of impressing his 
readers with their great beauty without 
definitely saying- whether they were of 
light coloring or dark. Cleopatra was 
one of these. Nowhere in the play deal- 
ing with her life and loves does Shake- 
speare say whether she was a blonde or 
a brunette. 


Most other poets, however, and 
painters innumerable, have pictured the 
ill-fated queen of Egypt as a pronounced 
blonde, and so it is that the modern 
world usually thinks of her. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is not a bit of his- 
torical evidence to show what Cleopatra 
really looked like. 

A few years ago a historian claimed 
to have uncovered evidence that she was 
not the great /beauty we have always 
thought, but a snub-nosed, freckled- 
faced and in other ways very ugly 
woman. But his supposed facts were 
not very convincing and the world re- 
fused to accept them. To have done 
so would have.lifted out of history too 
muck of the romance of which the 
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Byron, the “glori- 
ous Apollo,” was 
another poet who 
repeatedly admitted 
his preference for 
women with “large 
blue eyes, fair looks 
and snowy beauty.” 
Shelley’s tastes ran 
in the same direc- 
tion. And Rosset- 
ti’s “Blessed Damo- 
sel” is described as 
displaying when 
she leaned out of 
heaven “hair that 
lay along her back 
yellow like bright 
corn.” 

It might be 
thought that Poe 
would have leaned 
toward _ brunettes 
because their color- 
ing matched the 
dark gloominess of 
his themes, but 
such was not the 
case. Like most of 
the other poets, he 
makes both of his 
famous heroines de- 
cided blondes. 

We know no more 
about the actual ap- 
pearance - of the 
famous vamp, Sa- 
lome, than we do 
about Cleopatra’s 
stature and color- 
ing. All the Bible 
has to say of her is 
this: 

“And when the 
daughter of the said 
Herodias came in 
and danced and 
pleased Herod and 
them that sat with him * * *.” 

The popular conception of the taaiden 
who cost John the Baptist his head is 
of a young woman with golden hair and 
the other characteristics of the pro- 
nounced ‘blonde. For this mental pic- 
ture of her Oscar Wilde is responsible, 
he having portrayed her like this in his 
famous poem. 

In the case of mythological as well as 
historical characters the poets have 
been just as powerful press agents for 
the blondes. Helen of Troy, the woman 
whose beauty precipitated -wars and 
wrecked hearts and kingdoms, has gone 
down in literature as a golden-haired 
enchantress simply because the poets, 
Homer and Virgil, pictured her as such. 

There is no more enduring monument 
to the overwhelming appeal which tra- 
dition has always attributed to the 
blonde than the great rock which juts 
out into the River Rhine. It was upon 
this rock that the Lorelei of legendary 
fame combed her long, fair tresses in 
the sun and by the magic of her voice 
lured sailors to their death on the peril- 
ous reefs. 

Champions of the brunette as the 
superior type of feminine beauty are 
not at all pleased to think that Venus, 
the mythological goddess of beauty and 
love, should be almost invariably pic- 
tured as a blonde—a vision of lily-white 
skin wrapped in a sheath of golden hair 
and with eyes to match the blue of the 
summer sky, 

If blondes do not really have a greater 
appeal than brunettes, why is it that 
the “blonde complex” has taken such 
complete possession of the world? Psy- 


chologists are at a loss to explain the 


complex that is found even in the fairy 
stories of childhood days. The heroines 
of these. tales are invariably golden- 
haired maidens, while the witches and 
other evil persons who pursue them are 
dark of hair and eye. | 

It is all a very complicated and puzzl- 
ing question. Just as one notes that 
Botticelli and Fra Lippi made their

At some periods of history blondes 
and brunettes have been held in about 
equal favor. At others, one of the types 
has completely overshadowed the cther. 
The latter was the case during the 
reign of Charles II in England. The 
most fascinating women of this period, 
the ones who exerted the greatest in- 
fluence over the hearts of men, were 
nearly all pronounced brunettes. 


They included Nell Gwyn, the actress |

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Special Corps of Dietitians Look After Meals for 
4,000 Inmates, Giving Menus With Daily Changes 


By JOHN J. DALY. 


VER across the river, at St. Elizabeths 

hospital, there is quite a community. 

On a promontory overlooking the Po- 

tomac there are some 4,000 persons, 

all mentally ill, who live—despite their af-. 
fliction—the proverbial life of Riley. 

This fellow Riley of whom so much has 
been said and written is supposed to lead the 
life of a millionaire without having the mil- 
lion. Patients at St. Elizabeths hospital 
emulate his example,.in some ways. AS a 
rule, there are no millionaires there. Yet, 
they have an estate the equal of any in the 
nation. The buildings are the best money 
can buy. The grounds are absolutely the 
last word in landscape gardening, and the 
food—— 

Well, feeding some 4,000 patients is one 
of the most gigantic tasks that ever was 
handed to a dietitian; but it is done at St. 
Elizabeths hospital in smooth-working order. 

There are nine kitchens required to pre- 
pare the foodstuffs for patients at St. Eliza- 
beths. Seven dietitians, under ditfection of 
Miss Mildred Parker, prepare the ecards. 
Chefs, cooks and assistants in the kitchen, to 
the number of 101, see that orders are car- 
ried out. 

In a regular hotel, or a boarding house, or 
an army camp, or anywhere unusual numbers 
of persons gather for their meals—schools 
and the like—there is little or nothing to the 
problem of furnishing provender. Average 
health is maintained by an average amount 
of calories, on an average menu or card de 
jour.

At a place like St. Elizabeths, 
4,000 persons come very near 
4,000 different menus, 
that bad, but there must be classification. 
There are, therefore, several different kinds 
of menus made up each day—general diet, 
tubercular diet, and sick diet. These again 
are divided into various units, so that before

dietitians get through their work they know 


they have been over a bill of fare. 
>” * ” 

O keep away from monotony, diets are 

changed at St. Elizabeths every ten days, 
Under the old order of institutional feeding, 
dietitians made out a list of meals that might 
be served for a week. At the end of seven 
days they generally started where they left 
off and went back over the same old diet. 
Even if they changed it a bit, there were some 
days that naturally had repeats, so that in- 
mates, when they sat down to table on Sun- 
day, were pretty sure of getting chicken, or 
what have you. 

Under the system in vogue at St. Bliza- 
beths, if chicken is to be served on the ten- 


day menus it never falls on the same day.” 


Thus, they might serve it on Sunday, October 
3. The tenth time around it would land on 
the menu Wednesday, October 13. Then, on 


its third and last visit for that month it would — 


be served Saturday, the 23d. 
this. 

Variety js always the spice of life—even in 
a hospital. Like life, whiJe there is variety 
there is hope. They say, too, that no one 
ever grows tired of eating out at St. Eliza-

beths. .That is to say, they never grow weary - 


of the menu. They may yearn for an occa- 
sional fling at a downtown restaurant or a 
eupper dance at one of the night clubs. Pa- 
tients in hospital are usually that way. They 
tire of scenery. They want a change. Who 
doesn’t? : 

When it comes to answering the dinner 
gong at St. Elizabeths, the mob responds 
4,000 strong. There are always that many 
on hand to partake of refreshments. A cen-

were white men, 629 colored..Women, 76 
were white; 476 colored. 

Now in this assemblage there is, naturally, 
the lame, the halt and the blind. There are 
some who have heaved the pick. Some who 
did bookkeeping in the outside world. Some 
who wrote verse; for that is the way of the 
poet, and some who did nothing at all. 
Which is by way of saying that all sorts of 
men and women go to make up the clientele 
of St. Elizabeths. There is the day laborer 
and the night laborer—men who worked on 
the streets, and those who saw service in- 
doors. They are strong men and women, the 
laborers, and weak men and women, the 
dilettantes who whiled away their hours at 
lighter trades and professions. So that what 
might be meat for one class would be poison 
to the other. Dietitians must mix diets. 

It is this sort of thing that makes for care- 
ful study in the laboratory, and Miss Parker 
and her assistants are constantly looking over 
the calorie list. They can’t put an erstwhile 
bricklaver on a milk diet, or have him ap- 
pease his manly appetite on soft-boiled eggs, 
no more than they can feed corn beef and 
cabbage to a dressmaker and have her live. 

The stout person demands a diet far differ- 
ent from that given to the slender, the slim 
and the slight. This obtains whether men 
and women are in the outside world or rele- 
gated to the back-wash at St. Elizabeths hos- 
pital. As a matter of fact, there are many 
lessons to be learned from the diets served at 
this place. Those who supervise the serving 


of meals there say that marked improvement . 


usually manifests itself soon after patients 
are taken away from the irregularity of life

EW people know how to eat or what to 

eat; know what they should avoid, or 

what best agrees with them. Even the most 

- intellectual men and women have a habit of 

paying little or no attention to diet. Clergy- 


men, it is said}are the worst offenders.. For 


~~ 


some reason or other men who wear the cloth 
are about the poorest fed individuals in the 
world; whether this comes from lack of food 
or improper nourishment depends. False 
economy is sometimes the basis of, trouble 
among clergy. In order to follow in the 
footsteps of the saints they go, sometimes, in 
for diets that are anything but life sustain- 
ing. So say the dietitians. 

All these problems of life and the sus- 
tenance of health are solved for the patients 
at St. Elizabeths. They have the best the 
market affords, and served only after it is 
found to be agreeable. 

Monie Sanger, assistant superintendent in 
charge of administration at St. Elizabeths, is 
furnished every day with a list of what the

patients will be fed. Incidentally, the grocery 
bill at a place like this is no small item. The 
money expended on the purchase of foodstuffs 
would keep a group of chain stores working 
overtinie. 

Last year almost half a million dollars 
went for meats and vegetables. The exact 
sum was $485,000. The hospital has,its own 


farm, and there vegetables: and some meats 
were produced, effecting a saving of $186,000 
—so that if everything had to be bought for 
the tables at St. Elizabeths the grocery bill 
would run around $750,000. 


There are 1,300 employes at St. Eliza- 
beths, so that for every three patients there 
is one person on the pay roll. It costs slight- 
ly less than $3,000,000 a year to run the hos- 
pital. For the fiscal year ended in June, 
the government paid out approximately 
$2,750,000 to keep the old institution going. 

St: Elizabeths is now approaching its sev- 
enty-second year of service, or thereabout. 
It has been doing business at the old stand 
since long before'the civil war. Starting out 

‘ as strictly a’'government institution, its doors 
had hardly been opened when authorization 
‘was granted whereby it cared for mentally 
sick of the District. 


Soldiers of the civil war made up its first 


great gathering. It was primarily intended 
to be a home for those who suffered as a re- 


ed 


sult of service in the army and navy. Later, - 
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. Willer, head baker, and his assistant, L. W. Hennings, in the big bakery. 


its scope was extended so that now men of 
almost. all branches of the service are re- 
ceived. Too, beneficiaries of men who served 
in the army, navy, marine corps, the coast 
guard, and the public health service are en- 
titled to admission. All Federal criminal in- 
sane are held there. 

St. Elizabeths is really a little city in- it- 
self. Dr. William A. White, superintendent, 
says there is nothing in the city of Washing- 
ton they haven’t got over there on the hill- 
side. 


There is a theater, where regular theatri- 
cals might be scheduled—<,and ofttimes are. 
There are movies shown, of course. There 
are band concerts. These, then, are the chief 
entertainment features. 

In the utilitarian scheme of things, St. 
Elizabeths is equipped with its own fire de- 
partment, water works, farm, police force, 
everything, in fact, that the modern city must 
have in order to keep in step with life as they 
live it on this planet in the twentieth century.

HERE is a bakery there that turns out al- 

most a million loaves of bread each year. 
Last year the exact number of loaves baked 
amounted to 868,111—-and there were, be- 
sides, 2,988,000 rolls, hot out of the ovens. 
Pastry cooks turned out 58,590 pounds of 
sweets. 42,000 barrels of flour were pur- 
chased last year for the bakery. 

The boys and girls gathered round the 
festive table at St. Elizabeths have just about 
what they ought to have. Nothing is kept 
away from them in the way of good, whole- 
some food. They are replenished with fruits 


of all sorts, some of which comes from their 
own orchard. Fig trees, as a rule, do not 
grow this far north; but they even have figs 
from their own trees at St. Elizabeths. 

So that everything will be kept at proper 
temperature, the hospital has its own ice 
plant—-nor depends upon delivery of this es- 
sential tommodity from the city. No matter 


how hot the days, or the nights, there is al- . 


ways ice and a-plenty at St. Elizabeths. 
There is a herd of cows over at the hospi- 


tal that, while it does not compare with the 


blooded stock at the Soliders home—famed 
far and wide—is none the less a high milk 
producer. During the past year 206,794 
gallons of milk were secured from the herd 
PP cae all consumed on the hospital reserva- 
tion. 

Vegetarians are in the minority at St. 
E and during any given twelve 
months the patients get away with anywhere 
from a million to slightly more or less pounds 
of fresh meat. : The piggery on the farm pro- 


duced 109,000 pounds of fresh pork last year. _ 


Since steak is served at least once a week, 
there were 600,000 pounds of fresh beef 
used. Hot dogs are also on the diet—and 
these, together with pork sausage, veal, 
lamb and a number of other meats ran the 
total up over a million pounds for. the meat 
bill this past year. 

The dietitians have figured it out that the 
ideal diet for those who lead sedentary lives 
contains 2,700 calories. Those who lead ac- 
tive lives should have 3,400 calories a day to 
keep the old machine in good working order. 
To make sure that everything is as it should 
be, the dietitians see to it that every regular 
meal at St. Elizabeths is loaded to the hilt 
with calories—and they throw in an extra 
amount for good measure. There are 3,400 
calories in each three regular meals served 
durmg the day at St. Elizabeth's.

UPPER, now, is something else again. Ag 

best, supper is merely a tiding over until 
breakfast rolls round with the dawn of an- 
other day. So it is usually. a cold meal— 
with cuts of meat, fruit and tea—-iced in the 
summertime and hot when the wintry frosts 
are in the air. 

Fruits, by the way, are quite a big item 
in the grocery bill at St. Elizabeths. Over 
there, it is nothing to buy 65,000 crates of 
oranges. Grapes are purchased on a yearly 
basis of 28,000 pounds—and pears, apples 
and other fruits run high. 

The average supper at St. Elizabeths is 
somewhat after this fashion, over a period 
of ten days: 

Saturday——Cold beef, prunes, bread, oleo, 
tea. 

Sunday—Cold shoulder, pineapple, breaa, 
oleo, cake, iced tea. 

Monday—Potato and 
sauce, bread, oleo, tea. 

Tuesday-—Cold hamburg loaf, sliced to- 
matoes, bread, oleo, ginger cakes, tea. 

Wednesday—Bologna, potato salad, bread, 
oleo, tea. ' 

Thursday—-Baked Dash, 
bread, oleo, tea. 

Friday—Salmon salad, apple butter, crack- 
ers, bread, oleo, tea.

From all this, it can easily be seen that 
no one is starving to death at St. Elizabeths. 
All they need out there is appetite, and with 
plenty of fresh air, and nothing else to do 
but sleep and eat, meals generally are suc- 
cessful. 

When it is realized that 65,000 pounds of 
chicken are cooked for patients each year, 
the average man downtown knows that his 
Southern brothers, anyway, are having a high 
old time at St. Elizabeths. 

In the way of drinks, patients in hospital 
get egg-nog; though Miss Parker hastens to 
add ‘that there is no alcoholic content in 
these—and a bystander, equally quick on the 
trigger, rises to remark: ‘‘Egg-nog? Egg; 
maybe, but no nog!” 

In the way of drinks—tea, coffee and 
cocoa, or chocolate—chefs brew during any 
given year quite a’ batch of these leaves and 
beans, or whatever they are. Six thousand 
pounds of chocolate are used; 75,000 pounds 
of coffee; 14,000 pounds of tea—green and 
black—and sugar to the extent of 475,000 
pounds, powdered, granulated, and loaf, 

While Friday is not a general fish day, as 
in most communities, it is none the less ob- 
served—and great gobs of fish are consumed 
—at St. Elizabeths. They use 200,000 
pounds of fish a year; of this, about one-half 
is fresh fish, the other canned.

HOW WEATHER AFFECTS.CLOTHES _

How does the weather affect the different. 
kinds of clothes we wear? | 

Is it the kind of fabric or the closeness of 
the weave that makes a suit good for certain 
seasonal use? ; 

Do air and moisture go more easily through 
cotton or through wool? 
these are being answered by a series of in- 
teresting experiments being conducted by the 
bureau of standards. ’ 

The apparatus for determining the resist- 
ance of fabrics to moisture, is made up of a 


number of glass beakers partly. filled with . 


water, the beakers being placed in holes in 

the top of a large asbestos drum. 
Samples of fabrics are placed over 

of the beakers and heat is generated electri- 

on inside the drum. Moisture can escape

weighing the beakers at regular intervals the 


liye rte eyed fabrics, so that by — 
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closeness of the weave and not the kind of 
fabric, whether cotton or wool, which deter- 
mines resistance to heat, air and moisture. 


The purpose of fibers in fabrics, the textile 
experts explain, is to hold air still, as it is 
the still air and not the kind of fibers that 
keeps in the heat. 

The heat-retention tests are made with a 
square metal plate electrically heated and 
provided with means for measuring its tem- 
perature and the amount of electricity re- 
quired to keep it at the temperature of the 
test. 

Samples of the fabrics dre clamped down 
on’ both sides of the plate so that no heat 
can escape except through the fabric. The 
escaping heat is measured electrically, be- 
cause the conversion of electricity into heat 
is made without loss

‘ever, that fabrics of less density allow too 


much.air to circulate within their structures, 
whereas heavy fabrics permit too much heat 
to escape by conduction along the fibers. 

Thus fabrics of moderate density are more 
effective in retaining heat when not exposed 
to air currents, but heavy-weight fabrics are 
more effective in keeping out the wind.

Kekchi Indians in Central ‘ America, 

along the boundary between British 
Honduras and the Republic of Guatemala, 
have long been interested in the strang devil 
“dances which until recently these savages 
performed at regular intervals and with great 
‘enthusiasm. 

Now it has been discovered that these 

dances are undoubtedly the suryival of the 
religious rites practiced by the highly civi- 
lized Mayas in Chichen-Itza and the other 
great cities which they built in Central Amer- 
ica. The dances are believed to be practi- 
cally the same as those which the Mayan 
priests performed in honor of the conquering 
devil who had put humanity in slavery to 
him. ‘ 
‘. The Kekchis are descended in part from 
#he Mayas but they have degenerated so sadly 
that they are very unworthy representatives 
of the mighty race which gave America its 
first great civilization—a civilization which, 
in the opinion of many scholars, rivals that 
‘of ancient Egypt. 

Of all the wealth of art, scientific knowl- 
edge and curious mythology which the 
Mayas possessed, the devil dances seem to be 
about the only thing that has been handed 
down to these savages.

On a recent visit to this region Dr. Thomas 
Gann, the distinguished English scientist, 
. succeeded in getting possession of a complete 
outfit of masks, costumes and musical instru- 
ments used in the devil dances. 

Thé collection which Dr. Gann secured and 
carried back to England with him has been 
handed down from father to son for many 
generations. Study of the masks, costumes 
and instruments makes Dr. Gann feel very 
certain that they all go back to the Mayas 
for their original models and that parts of 
some of them may actually date from Mayan 
times. 

The devil dance outfit which is of such 
extraordinary interest to science belonged to 
the father of the young man from whom Dr. 
Gann purchased it. The father was a cele- 
brated specialist in the art of devil dancing 
and had devoted years of his life to perfect-

ing himself in the curious chants, songs, con- 
tortions and instrumental music which it 
called for. He died about two years ago, 
For six years previous to his death he had 
not dared to take part in one of the devil 
dances on account of the opposition of the 
missionaries. 

The son was only too glad to dispose of 
the things which his father used in the 
dances. They were of no use to him, for he 
had become a Christian and would never 
dare to attempt another performance with 
them. Also he knew that they were danger- 
ous objects to be found in the possession of 
an Indian who wished to keep on good terms 
with the church. 

There was a good deal of ceremony in- 
volved in the delivery of the things to Dr. 
Gann, for although the young man who sold 
them had-been converted to Christianity he 
had not yet rid himself of many of’‘his an- 
cestral superstitions in regard to satan and 
his malevolent power over mankind. 

Ever since the death of their original 
owner the relics of the devil dancers had heen 
carefully wrapped up and stored in a little 
hut which they occupied all by themselves, 
Around them there had grown up among the 
Indians a certain feeling of mystery and 
dread and a belief that each of the strange 
masks in the hut was haunted by the actual 
devil it represented and that when the right 
opportunity presented itself he might appear 
in person. So the uncovering of the thing 
and their delivery te Dr. Gann 
was accomplished by many heath- 
en rites intended to ward off evil 
consequences. 


During the unwrapping of the 


‘articles three black wax candles 


were kept burning continuously. 
When each of the unearthly 
masks was stripped of its cover- 
ing it was promptly fumigated 
with incense such as is used in 
the church. 

When the last of the articles had been 
handed over and the purchase money agreed 
upon paid, the formger owner thoughtfully 
gave Dr. Gann a couple of the black candles 
which he urged him to keep burning when 
the devils were installed in their new home 
in order to keep off evil influences! 

From a very aged member of the Indian 
tribe Dr. Gann managed to get a very good 
idea of the religious legend which inspired 
the devil dances.

OWE LIVES TO FRANKLIN 
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More than a century and a half ago when 
Benjamin Franklin was at sea with a fleet 
of sajling ships, he was struck by the fact that 
two of the ships seemed to be leaving wakes 
much smoother in appearance than those of 
the other ships. When he asked about this, 
he was told by the captain of his own vessel 
that these two ships had just thrown over- 
board the greasy water from their galley pots. 


To the mind of America’s first great experi- 
menter, this reply was just suggestive enough 
to raise the next question, ‘‘Well, what does 
. that prove?” 
\ Some years later the incident was brought 
back to him when he heard that a certain 
ship, pitching and pounding in a furious sea, 
had dumped a few gallons of oil overboard 
to get rid of it. 
‘What happened?’’ demanded Franklin. 
According to the report, it appeared that 
the oil had had the surprising effect of 
smoothing down the angry crests of the green 
rollers and materially easing the struggles of 
the ship. ‘Oil on troubled waters” imme- 
diately took on a practical significance for 
Franklin, and off he strode to the nearest 
lake, a bottle of oll in his capacious coat 
pocket. 
The breeze was rippling the lake’s surface 
\when he arrived. Taking out his bottle, he 
sprinkled a few drops here and there. As 
~ the oil spread. he noted that there could be 
little doubt of the effect upon the ripples.

MAY SUPPRESS ENGLISH ARMY BANDS 


Following the example of the French war 
office, which for reasons of economy refused 


to allow the French army bands to give any 
more public concerts, the English war office, 
jt is said, is on the point of suppressing the 
English army bands altogether. The regi- 
ments in future will have to depend for their 
music on drums and fifes alone. Col. J. A. 
C. Somerville, formerly commandant of the 


Royal School of Music: at Kneller hall, voices » 


his protest against this intention in the Lon- 
don Daily Telegraph: ‘‘To begin with, what 
would be the.effect in the army itself? What 
would the abolition of its bands entail? It 
would mean, first of all, the end of something 
intangible but very potent; something that 
during the war was found to be indispen- 
sable. The army went to France without its 
bands, but before it had been long in the 
fleld the need for music was so bitterly felt 
that they had to be hurriedly called into be- 
ing to minister to the lacerated feelings of 
the men in rest billets after the flery ordeal 
of the trenches. The efficacy of music as a 
balm for jangled nerves and for a mind dis- 
ordered by the constant immingnce of a vio- 
lent death was demonstrated up to the hilt 
by the experience of the campaign. 

“In such plates as Singapore dr Hongkong, 


where the British residents, as well-~as the 
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music on its military band, the loss would 
indeed be grievous,’ and in an emergency 
such as a cholera camp it is of more value 
than many doctors. There are many snfall 


single-unit stations in India where a bat- 
talion is entirely dependent on its own re- 
sources for providing “mental recreation for 
the men. Without its band it would be ter- 
ribly handicapped. Indiscipline is the off- 
spring of boredom, and against this the 
band is one of the chjef bulwarks.

A common prac- 
tice of oyster growers has been to plant empty 
oyster shells. Other types of ‘“‘support’”’ or 
“‘collectors’’ have been tried, including slit 
drainpipes, flower pots, tiles and stakes. But 
birch brush, the United States bureau of 
fisheries found, provides the best anchorage 
of all. This brush, with its numerous 
branches, offers abundant parking space. A 
single birch brush may become an apartment 
house for thousands of future oysters. It 
can be lifted out of the water easily, too. 

Within a few years the American coast 
probably will be lined with submarine forests 
of oysters.

CATS AND CATS. 


I have great respect for the cat tribe. Cats 
can get away with more murders unsuspected 
than any other animals I know. Also, they 
can get away with a false reputation, either 
good or bad, which is astonishing, to say 


the least. Broadly speaking, the cat tribe is 
divided into two classes—wild cats and do- 
mesticated house cats. The first division 
includes, here in America, the. panther, or 
puma, also called cougar and mountain lion; 
the Canada lynx, the Bay lynx, commonly 
called bobcat and wildcat; the ocelot and 
the jaguar. Both the latter occur in the 
United States only a short distance above 
the Mexican border and therefore are not to 
be considered. Of the others, the cougar 
is of course the biggest. It has a reputation 
and has had that reputation ever since the 
country was settled, not unlike that of the 
man-eating tiger in Asia; whereas, as a 
matter of fact, the animal is a sneak and 
coward so far as its relations with man are 
It has been known to attack 
human beings under certain conditions, but 
authentic records of such attacks are few 
in number. Still, the reputation stands. 

The domesticated cat, on the other hand, 
which includes everything from the _ back- 
alley outcast to the pampered Persian, is 
much smaller than any of 4ts wild cousins 
and has managed to establish a reputation 
as an ally of man, which is quite as much 
at variance with the truth as is the reputa- 
tion for fierceness of its wild relatives. Those 
who know cats know that cat nature is the 
same, no matter what the species. 

The wildcat or bobcat is far more common 
It manages 
to hold its own wherever there are ledges 
or sufficiently thick growth to afford good 
cover. I am continually having reported to 
me as a matter of news the appearance of a 
bobcat where none was supposed to be, but 
where undoubtedly the tribe always has flour- 


‘ ished. These big cats have an uncanny abil- 


ity to keep out of sight. Their ways are 


the ways of darkness. é 
But the ways of the house cat likewise 


are ways of darkness. By daylight puss 
poses as a model of civilized deportment. 
His mistress or his master will hear no ill of 
him. But he is a cat, and, as already said, 
his ways also are ways of darkness. . The 
lynx and the cougar are legitimate free- 
booters. They make no pretense of being 
anything else.

/MIGHTIEST MACHINE 
NEARS COMPLETION 


Giant cranes are now swinging into place 
the last parts of what will be the most pow- 
erful single machine in the world. For two 
vears skilled engineers of the General Elec- 
tric Co. have been working on a great dynamo 
which is to be part of the equipment of the 
new East river light and power station of the 
Edison Co. in New York city. It is the first 
of nine generators which will make this sta- 
tion the largest in the world, capable of pro- 
ducing more than a million horsepower. 

Fifty feet high, this single dynamo weighs 
more than a. million pounds. Such is its tre- 
mendous size that it had to be shipped in 
parts, which are now being assembled py the 
use of special machinery. 

In comparisoh with this single dynamo, 
says the October Popular Science Monthly,

other machines, giants of their kind, are 
dwarfed. Visitors to Panama may have seen 
and marveléd at three mammoth Diesel en- 


- gines, 1,000 horsepower each, capable of oper- 


ating the canal in case of any failure in the 
hydroelectric plant. The turbine generator 
in the New York station could replace 94 of 
these engines; this single machine, therefore, 
could operate about 30 Panama canals. 

Again, pulling the Twentieth Century 
Limited out of New York on its run to Chi- 
cago requires one of the most powerful elec- 
tric locomotives in the world, with horsepow- 
er of nearly 2,000. The. generator which 
bears the title of the world’s most powerful 
machine is capable of generating 94,000 
horsepower. It’could pull 47 loaded Twen- 
tieth Century trains. 


| TELLS FOOTBALL SECI 
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Jess B. Hawley, famous ‘Dartmouth foot- 
ball coach whose team last year smashed 
time and again through heavier opposing 
lines, winning every game played, says that 


the secret of the spectacular Green successes 


lies in rhythm, 

“Rhythm, more than anything else, is the 
factor responsible for such success as I have 
had as a football toach,’’- he writes in the 
October issue of Popular Science Monthly, 
revealing how he has applied science to foot- 
ball to obtain his spectacular results. ‘‘Timed 
unison in thinkingfand acting gives eleven 
eager men on a football team an ‘almost 
irresistible advantage over another eleven 
that has not learned to coordinate the actions 
of individuals into team rhythm. It is one 


of the most essential qualities of a sucess-~ 


ful football team, both as an/offensive and 
as a defensive measure. I have proved this, 
time and again, during my years of coach- 
ing at Iowa and at Dartmouth.” 

It is an engineering fact, he points out, 
with eleven men, timing their motions with 
an exactness that enables the eleven to hit 


/ the opposing line as one Man, can smash 


through much heavier opponents with an 
ease that would be utterly impossible if the 
shock of attack were untimed, unsynchro- 
nized, without rhythm. 


“Possibly the best example of the value 
of rhythm in football I can cite is a play 
made by Dartmouth in the Chicago game 
last year. Dartmouth kicked off to Chicago. 
Our ends, of course, went down with the 
ball. A Chicago. player tried for it, but 
missed. The ball struck his headgear and 
pounded /Jtoward Sage, of Dartmouth. 

‘Now. remember, every. Dartmouth player 
was acting in timed unison. Sage saw the 
break, knew that if he broke rhythm and 
tried for it, he probably would recover the 
ball for Dartmouth, but He also knew that 
the Dartmouth line was three or four strides 
behind him and that Capt. Parkér .was in 
unison and movement with him. He would 
throw Parker’s playing off if he broke unison. 
By count, Sage continued his play, which 
was to get his man out of the way for Parker, 
so the latter could get the ball and get away 


. with it.

: Rather than ‘break 
the perfect team rhythm, Sage passed up the 


opportunity to grandstand. He undoubtedly © 


could have recovered the ball, and just possi- 
bly’ might not have been downed in his 
tracks:, But he knew, withoypt once turning 
his head to see, that Parker was in rhythm 
and that Parker would be on the ball at the 
exact instant Sage was blocking the Chicago

“The result was that Parker ran 30 yards

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In the systematic planning of team struc- 
ture and development, says Hawley, the suc- 
cessful coach should analyze each player for 
the following inherent quatities, listed in the 
order of their importance: 

Courage, physical skill, and mental ca- 
pacity. The last item includes ability to 
understand theory of plan and its details, fast 
decisions and initiative, and coordination of 
brain and »brawn. 

“Courage, the great self-effacing heart of 
a man, that is. vital,’’ declares - Hawley. 
“Without courage, intellectual capacity, 
brawn, skills—all sink into nothingness. 

“Two years ago Larry’ Leavitt, Dartmouth 
fullback, gave a striking illustration of what 
sheer courage will do. We had gone up 
against a team that displayed unexpected 
ability. Leavitt was not in the best physical 
shape, and we were holding him back for 
what we considered a more important game. 
Toward the end of the last half, however, 
the score was a nothing-to-nothing tie, and 
the ball was in our possession in the middle 
of the field, 


“Leavitt begged to be sent in. 
With him the team found just one weak 
spot in the opponent’s line—just one. Again 
and again Leavitt plunged through that spot. 
Hurt, tired, and battered, he wouldn’t- quit. 
Every time he hit he gained’ from three to 
four yards; never more; never less. With 
tears in his eyes, but with joy and tremen- 
dous courage in his heart, he fought on un- 
til he had smashed his way across tle goal 
line—winning the game for Dartmouth.”’

Monkeys 


The stirring routine of life in a blooming 
city of live.wild animals in East Africa is 
described in a letter received by the Smith- 
sonian institution from Dr. William M. Mann, 
director national zoological park, who is in 
Tanganyika territory as head of the Smith- 
sonian-Chrysler expedition collecting live wild 
animals for the national zoo. 

“The first thing in the morning milk is 
delivered,’’ writes Dr. Mann. ‘A line of 
Wagogo natives come in from their huts each 
with a beer bottle full of milk. We buy it. 
Then the cook gets ready a lot of boiled rice, 
bananas are peeled and papaws cut up and 
joints of meat ground or sliced and the feed- 
ing of the animals starts. The native is no 
good at all as a keeper; so each morning he 
must be told ‘meat in this cage, meat in this 
cage, meat in this cage,’ and the same with 
rice, or fruit or bread or water or anything. 

“Commencing early in the morning, thse 
natives come in with their catch of the day 
before, mostly small birds, but occasionally 
something larger, a mongoose, a monkey or 
genet. It takes most of the morning to feed 
and water the stock. Baby antelope must be 
fed with the bottle, young birds by hand; 
fights in the monkey cages must be stopped; 
an inventory of. the food on hand taken— 
something is always running out—and ef- 
forts made to get some more. Then the 
native *“‘fundees’’—-experts—who are making 
boxes over into cages must be watched. We 
have two of them at work and they turn out 
four or five small cages a day which are filled 
as fast as made. The amount of small ma- 
terial that comes in is enormous. Of many 
things we have more than we desire, but 
nothing can be refused, for the natives do 
not understand: the differences among the 
small birds, and too many refusals would 
stop their efforts. 

“A few moments ago I caught a zealous 
native putting ‘‘posho’’—native flour—into 
the python boxes. I had previously stopped 
the same boy from putting in hamburg steak. 

“During the heat of the day nothing much 
happens, but later cages must be cleaned and 
certain of the animals fed a second time. 


» ~ 


“At night we try to sleep, but have diffi- 
culty because of the noise of the animals. 


Hyenas come to the house every night, at- 
tracted by the skins of our specimens. Night 
before last I went out to scare away a hyena, 
or what I thought was a hyena, from the 
thorn boma. Now, in that thorn boma we 
have some of our antelopes, our cranes and a 
wonderfully good collection of the game birds 
of Tanganyika, and we do not want any 
hyenas in there. So I grabbed my .22 auto- 
matic and started out, to shoot if necessary, 
to scare the animal away. Fortunately, I 


‘could not see to shoot because as the animal 


ran away it gave the unthinkable growl of a 
leopard. Had I fired and wounded the animal 
I would have been charged in the dark, be- 
cause a leopard always charges when hit. 
‘We have a corking good collection in a 
number of groups, including many things 
which are seldom if ever brought to the 
States. For instance, there is no specimen 
of the scaly ant-eater or pangolin in any 
American zoo. We have one about four feet 
long and up to now it is eating well. 
. “We have some wonderful little galagos, a 
whole cage Of spotted genets, a grand civet 
cat and birds enough to fill the bird house 
that Congress has given our zoo for next year. 
Some of the birds are wonders. We have 
bustards, native wild geese—spur-winged 
geese——and enormous black and white ravens. 
It is curious that the crows here are colored 
the same as the ravens. We have two cages 
of bul-buls, three of barbets, lots of collies 
or mouse birds, a very rare white-headed vul- 
ture, an army of hedge-hogs, nearly all of the 
African species of tortoises and turtles, a pair 
of lynx and a baby serval cat. With some of 
the other things that we expect to get soon, 
our collection will be well worth while and 
I think it will be one ofthe most interesting 
to come out of Africa for many years. As I 
write there is a chronic bedlam from the 
courtyard where our material is kept. <A 
freshly arrived baboon is yowling and finding 
fault with the world in a way that sets your 
nerves on end, but makes you admire his 
persistence.”’ 
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FLY KILLS CATERPILLARS 


Insects are man’s worst enemy. His chief 
defense against them is other insects. How 


he mobilizes this aid is revealed in the story 


of a new kind of fly sent from the other side 
of the world to the Smithsonian institution to 


be identified. The fly had been discovered 
to be very effective in. attacking a kind of 
caterpillar which was destroying cocoanut 
palms in the Federated Malay States. The 
entomologist of the Malay States sent it to 
the Smithsonian institution where Dr. Ald- 
rich, curator of the. division of insects of the 
National museum, identified it as a new kind 
and christened it ‘‘Ptychomyia remota.” 
Recently Dr. Aldrich received a letter from 
the acting superintendent of agriculture in 


Malay States.
